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Need For Water 
From Lake Seen 
As Unlikely Here 


It is unlikely Hoffman Estates will 


need Lake Michigan water in the fore- 
seeable future, said Joseph Smedile, chief 
engineer for the Northeast Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission. 


His comment came Thursday before 


the village's public works committee. 


"If people are expecting water from 


the lake tomorrow, in two years or the 
next five years, I don't think they're go- 
ing to get it," he said, "Plans can't be 
implemented in five years." 


Smedile appeared before the com- 


mittee to acquaint the village officials 
with NIPC water development programs. 
Chairman Mrs. Virginia Hayter ex- 
pressed a concern that the village has 
"no long range plan beyond the next five 
years in water development." 


HOFFMAN ESTATES will have four 


deep wells next spring, and now has 
three shallow wells. Smedile said, if the 
village "keeps enough open space, aqui- 
fers feeding those wells should remain 
naturally rechargeable. 


"Shallow aquifers are rechargeable lo- 


cally and are not now exploited to their 
maximum extent," he added. Supt. of 
Public Works John Hossack, said the vil- 
lage is now 30 per cent covered by im- 
permeable surface and its shallow wells 
have performed well. 


Smedile said that was "a good in- 


dicator." But Mrs. Hayter fears exten- 
sive development of low-density areas in 
South Harrington and Barrington Hills 
would create a shortage of water in the 
village. 


"Money controls zoning," Mrs. Hayter 


said. "As the price of that land goes up, 
the economics of the situation say it will 
be sold and developed. NIPC's long- 
range plan for low density there is un- 
realistic." 


SMEDILE SAID THE Barrington area 


wants to remain alone, and that the vil-

Ground was broken Saturday in a 


drizzling rain for the Schaumburg Civic 
Center, Schaumburg Road east of 
Roselle Road. 


Mayor Robert Atcher officiated at the 


brief ceremonies attended by about 30 
community leaders involved with the $1.1 
million project. 


Bill Lambert, donor of the 40-acre site, 


turned the first shovel of mud as Atcher, 
village board members and trustees 
watched. 


Atcher told the group that Lambert's 


land donation was worth $1 million. 


ORIGINAL BOARD members Frank 


Wiley, Walter Slingerland, and Ellsworth 
Meineke and original plans commission 
member Loie Wiley also spoke briefly to 
the group. 


Atcher said that while other villages 


built civic centers as soon as they were 
incorporated and then outgrew them and 
had to tear them down, "Schaumburg 
waited until we could'determine how big 
a building we would need when Schaum- 
burg stopped growing." 


The new building is expected to serve 


the village for 50 to 100 years, and is 
being built without- taxing residents. 
"The money's already there," Atcher 
said. "These men have made important 
decisions through the years." 


Construction is scheduled to begin this 


week on phase one of the facility, Prits- 
cher and Erbach won the contract with a 
low bid of $704,370. 


Slingerland told the group that the vil- 


lage had come a long way since he was 
on the board. He remembered one time 
when the board spent an hour figuring 
out where they could get $3.50 for sta- 
tionery.

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on 
single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 
ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 


IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 


apartment buildings escaped without 
some impact from the rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy rains or flooding in this 
area. .Most common was basement flood- 


ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 
Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Weather Bureau figures 


do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 
and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs, where 
up to 7 inches fell. 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca- 
tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 


it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water. 


In Des Plaines, the storm caused base- 


ment flooding in several areas, especial- 
ly the south side. 


Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 


day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points. 


GUESTS AT the Imperial 400 Motel, 


Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim 
Road were both reported flooded yester- 
day by Rosemont police. 


In Park Ridge, police reported that a 


funnel cloud picked up a squad car Fri- 
day night, moved it a few feet and then 
set the car down with no injury to its

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;Area Should Handle Own Wastewater

The Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) chose a site in Des Plairres for a 
new sewage treatment plant because the 
MSD feels each area should have a plant 
to handle its own wastewater, Ben So- 
sewitz, MSD superintendent said last 
week. 


"We feel there should be a plant within 


each drainage basin area to handle the 
waste load for that area. For too long 
that has not been the case and it has 
particularly not been the case in the 
Northwest suburbs," Sosewitz said. 


The MSD superintendent pointed out to 


Stickney which he said has had to suffer 
the stigma of having sewage for other 
areas piped into its community for treat- 
ment 


Sanitary sewage and combined storm- 


sanitary sewage from the Northwest sub- 
urbs have been "somebody else's prob- 
lem" for too long, Sosewitz charged. 


SOSEWITZ MADE his remarks in de- 


fense of the MSD's positon in a recent 
dispute with the City of Des Plaines 
over locating the plant on the 105-acre 
site at the southeast corner of Oakton 
Street and Elmhurst Road. 


The proposed O'Hare Water Reclama- 


tion Plant on the site would serve a 58- 


f v square-mile area in the Northwest sub- 
1 •• urbs. 


Among the communities which would 


be wholly or partially served by the 
plant would be Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, 
A r l i n g t o n Heights, Mount Prospect, 
Prospect Heights, Des Plaines, Glen- 
view, Rolling Meadows and Elk Grove 
Village. 


The Des Plaines City Council recently 


filed a suit to stop the MSD from build- 
ing the plant on its site. An earlier suit 
filed by Des Plaines was decided in fa- 
vor of the sanitary district. 


YET DESPITE the city's opposition to 


the MSD building a sewage treatment fa- 
cility in Des Plaines, Sosewitz says he 
thinks the MSD has, "a good relationship 
with the administration, with the city 
council and with the population of Des 
Plaines," 


"Specifically we do not have good rela- 


tions with 8th Ward Alderman Alan 
Abrams," Sosewitz said. 


The MSD superintendent said that al- 


though he had not met Abrams until 
recently he believes there "is a political 
aspect on a local level which I can't iden- 
tify completely," motivating Abrams to 
oppose the plant. 


"Abrams has generated a hornets' nest 


in his ward," Sosewitz said. 


HE EXPLAINED HE can understand 


that Des Plaines officials "have a great- 
er vested interest" in what is built in Des 
Plaines and that they are concerned 
about the loss of taxable land and the 
economic structure of the city. 


But there is limited space for a sewage 


treatment plant available in the North- 
west suburban area, Sosewitz said, and 
the Des Plaines site is needed for the 
plant. 


The MSD did consider other sites be- 


fore it acquired the UB-acre site in Des 
Plaines, Sosewitz saidi? 
, 


Des Plaines residents have pointed to a 


piece of property at O'Hare Airport as a 
possible site for the plant, but Sosewiti 
says that strong opposition from the City 
of Chicago and from the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration to a sewage treat- 
ment plant on airport land makes loca- 
tion of the plant there unfeasible. 


The district also considered a site in 


the 
unincorporated area diagonally 


across from the current site, Sosewitz 
said, but was unable to acquire the land. 
Now the district is still seeking that site 
for a retention basin for flood control. 


Sosewitz explained that 370 acres of 


flood control storage are needed in con- 
junction with the O'Hare plant to stop 
flooding from surface draininage and 
from combined sanitary-storm sewers 
within the area which will be served by 
the O'Hare plant. 


THE DISTRICT OWNS 100 acres at 


O'Hare which it will use for some of that 
flood control, the City of Chicago owns SO 
acres at O'Hare which it is willing to 
make available, and the district is con- 
sidering purchasing two other sites in 
unincorporated areas — one of 135 acres 
and one of 85 acres — for additional 
stormwater storage. 


Hanrahan Bids To Halt 'Garnishing* 


Cook County State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan announced Friday he has tak- 
en action to stop the garnishment of 
bank accounts by creditors in -cases 
where the debtor has been given no no- 
tice or opportunity to defend himself. 


Hanrahan said many individuals who 


sign installment or loan contracts con- 
taining "confession of Judgment" clauses 
first learn a judgment has been entered 
against them when told their bank ac- 
count has been garnished. 


To stop that practice, Hanrahan said 


he delivered a legal opinion to Matthew 
Danaher, clerk of the county Circuit 
Court. The state's attorney said the opin- 
ion includes a recommendation that Dan- 
aher refuse to accept affidavits for non- 
wage garnishments where there has been 
no prior notice to the debtor. 


HANRAHAN SAID he based his opinion 


on recent U.S. Supreme Court decisions 
prohibiting creditors from garnishing 
bank accounts when the debtor has not 


been notified and given an opportunity 
to present defenses to the contentions. 


"This opinion reflects our concern with 


protecting the constitutional rights of all 
citizens regardless of their economic con- 
dition," Hanrahan said. "Due process of 
the law means that no person can be de- 
prived of his property or of his rights 
without prior notice and an opportunity 
for a fair and impartial court hearing at 
which he can defend himself. This opin- 
ion extends that protection to every per- 
son having a savings or checking ac- 
count." 


Hanrahan said for the average person 


using a checking account only as a con- 
venient means for paying bills, such gar- 
nishment can be a disaster. "Not only is 
he embarrassed by the creditors whose 
checks fail to clear before the garnish- 
ment, but he also faces the difficulty of 
providing the necessities of life for him- 
self and his family, until the next pay- 
check," Hanrahan said.

The overflow problems in the Higgins- 


Willow Creek and Weller Creek areas 
will be handled by that stormwater sys- 
tem, Sosewitz explained. 


Today the entire project has an esti- 


mated cost of $200 million, with $50 mil- 
lion earmarked for the sewage treatment 
plant alone, he said. 


But as far as the sanitary district is 


concerned the Des Plaines site will re- 
main the location for the sewage treat- 
ment plant. "Wherever we go there is 
some opposition . . . nobody really 
wants us," Sosewitz said. 


SOSEWITZ SAID HE does not expect 


the newest Des Plaines suit to be a prob- 
lein. The new suit seeks to stop the dis- 
trict ttndtf home rule provisions of the 
new state constitution. • 


The earlier court decision was that the 


City of Des Plaines had no zoning au- 
thority to stop the MSD plant. 


Because Sosewiti does not believe the 


new suit will be a problem, MSD engi- 
neers are proceeding with designs for the 
plant now.

THIS ISN'T EXACTLY a geriatric 


haven, and the older persons here are 
not invalids incapable of caring for them- 
selves, Even if seniors live with their 
families, the desire to remain as inde- 
pendent as possible is strong. 


It seems incumbent on the elderly to at 


least inquire about discounts at all places 
where they do business. 


Hopefully somebody will listen. 
Chambers of commerce or merchants' 


associations would most probably be 
hailed by the public in any effort to give 
the older citizens a better position — eco- 
nomically and socially — in the commu- 
nity. 


As Robert Browning said, "in the last 


of life, for which the first was made," 
it's time to ask the elderly to grow old 
comfortably along with us, and hope "the 
best is yet to be."

Churchgoers., Too, Helped By The CD

A casual observer probably would not 


notice the men as they go about their 
work. They are silent servants in a 
sense, always there to help, always there 
to pitch in in an emergency. 


Other observers might conjure up an 


eerie doomsday impression about the 
Civil Defense groups in the area, but on 
.a day-to-day, week-to-week basis the 
' men who fill these roles serve a much 


more practical purpose. 


A churchgoer in Hoffman Estates or 


Schaumburg should have a real appre- 
ciation of the work of CD. Each Sunday 
the Civil Defense crews move out to give 
the motoring public a hand to get to and 
from services. 


"Everybody gives up a Sunday morn- 


ing a month to direct the traffic near 
churches," said Richard Monaghen, Civil 
Defense director in Hoffman Estates, de- 
scribing his operation. 


WHILE BOTH groups have training for 


nuclear attacks, they undoubtedly get 
more practice assisting police and fire 
departments handling severe storms and 
other natural emergencies. 


"We weVe out a lot of hours in the last 


two big storms," said Hy Yeargin of the 
Schaumburg CD unit. He said men as- 
sisted with traffic control, watching 
downed power lines. The storms last 
month gave the men in Hoffman Estates 
lot of action too. There they also worked 
in salvage operations with the fire de- 
partment. 


Both groups conduct regular training 


sessions, usually in conjunction with 
their monthly meetings. The training is 


conducted by police and fire personnel. 


Both groups also are looking for new 


members. Spokesmen from each village 
are quick to point out the program is 
completely voluntary. 


In Hoffman Estates men may volun- 


teer when they reach the age of 18. In 
Schaumburg the age is 21. 


"There also may be some physically fit 


retired persons in the community who 
are interested," Yeargin observed. 


MONAGHEN EXPLAINED that while 


the Hoffman Estates group will accept 
18-year-old members, they cannot par- 
ticipate in reserve police functions or 
ride in police squad cars until they are 


21. 


The Schaumburg group will be taking 


its recruiting program to local shopping 
centers in the near future in an effort to 
sign new men. Yeargin said a new van 
outfitted with lights and sirens will be 
used as an information center at which 
residents can obtain details about Civil 
Defense. The Schaumburg unit also holds 
regular monthly meetings on the second 
Monday of each month, at the Jennings 
House, 220 S. Civic Dr. 


In Hoffman Estates, regular monthly 


training sessions will be the third 
Wednesday of September at the village 
hall, 1200 Gannon Dr.

police officer driver. High winds, possi- 
bly the same funnel cloud, did heavy 
damage to the Marriott Motor Hotel, 8535 
W. Higgins, Chicago. 


Police said flooding had ended yester- 


day in Park Ridge but city crews with 
the help of National Guard units were 
busy cleaning up large numbers of trees 
that had blown down on that city's 
streets. 
' 
Flowing water caused inconvenience 


for residents of Schaumburg Township, 
but the effects were not longlasting and 
the damage appeared slight. 


During the tojrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections were 
closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas. 


The intersection of Roselle and Hig- 


gins Road was closed off during the night 
because of high water and large pools of 
standing water on Higgins and Schaum- 
burg roads caused cars to become dis- 
abled. Residents had some complaints, 
too. 


Paul Grandi, who lives on Wakefield 


Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


"This mess is going to take the rest of 


the summer to clean up," Grandi said. 


In other areas, much of the water was 


confined to open fields. Campanelli field 
was a lake, but as one resident said, 
"better in the field than in my house." 


ELECTRICAL SERVICE was seriously 


interrupted throughout the suburbs, with 
some 40,000 homes out in all, and more 
than 5,000 in the Northwest suburbs. Des 
Plaines and Park Ridge were the hard- 
est hit, but in each town some service 
was out, including numerous cases where 
the power line connecting to the house 
was down. Major service has been re- 
stored, but as of yesterday, Com- 
monwealth Edison crews were still work- 
ing on individual problems. 


There were minor problems with tele- 


phone service in the Northwest area, 
nothing to compare to the combined 
38,000 home phones out in Naperville 
and Lombard. 


Following a closed session that lasted 


more than two hours, the board directed 
Supt.

At noon Saturday, the dark waters of 


Salt Creek ran past the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
cost some of them thousands of dollars. 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek. 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronado 


down there," sighed Joseph Englander. 
"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down, there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an imagina- 
ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars, 
out ... there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement 
was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 
derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander.

Floods Drive 100 From Trailer Park 


More than 100 persons from the Elk 


Grove Mobile Home Park, north of Elk 
Grove Village, were homeless and dam- 
age to houses and buildings in the vil- 
lage went into the millions in the after- 
math of Friday nights's storm. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief and Civil 


Defense Director Allen Hulett called it 
"the worst storm in the village's his- 
tory." dropping seven inches of rain in 
two hours, flooding homes, streets and 
public buildings No deaths or serious in- 
juries were reported. 


Parts of the village were without sani- 


tary sewage facilities for about 36 hours 
and electric power was out in certain 
sections for 16 hours. The main sanitary 
lift station at Ridge Avenue and Elk 
Grove Boulevard was damaged and 
unable to send raw sewage north to con- 
necting pipes in Mount Prospect for 
treatment. 


Elk Grove Boulevard, closed since Fri- 


day night, was to be reopened sometime 
Sunday, Village police said cars were 
found in drainage ditches or stalled dur- 
ing the heavy rain. 


SCHAUMBURG Civil Defense and Elk 


Grove Village firemen evacuated resi- 
dents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park, Ml Higgins Rd., by boat Satur- 
day. About 25 families were taken to the 
Holiday Inn at Busse and Landmeier 
roads, and another 25 persons were given 
shelter in the Elk Grove High School 
Fieldhouse. 


Hulett said raw sewage was flowing in 


Salt Creek and Cook County Health De- 
partment officials ordered the trailer 
park closed about 3 p.m. Saturday. Some 
of the families in the 170 trailers in the 


court chose to stay even though gas and 
electricity had been shut off. Hulett said 
hopefully all families would be back in 
their mobile homes by Tuesday. 


Water from the storm completely filled 


the basement of the Elk Grove Village 
Public Library, Hulett said much of the 
heating and other equipment was dam- 
aged, and it took more than 24 hours of 
pumping to drain the building. 


Pumpers from Schaumburg and Hoff- 


man Estates aided the village fireman in 
pumping out about eight feet of water 
from Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 
Flooding was also reported at Admiral 
Byrd, Grantwood and Ridge schools in 
the village. About $1,5 million in damage 
was sustained by the Centex North Plaza 
Office Building, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Ten 
offices in the basement of the building, 
including a record'center for Andy Gran- 
atelli's STP automotive supply, suffered 
$200,000 damage. 


DONALD VELLER, 189 Basswood Ct., 


suffered the worst residential damage 
when the lower-living section of his home 


completely filled to the rafters. Twenty 
other residences in the same Wildwood 
'Road and Shadywood Lane area required 
pumping by Elk Grove Village fire- 
trucks. 


Maryanne Lindahl, 690 A Versailles 


Dr., said about 9 p.m. Friday she 
spotted a tornado funnel cloud "dancing 
over the Suburban National Bank" in the 
Devon Avenue shopping center. "I was 
shopping with the children when we saw 
the cloud bouncing, twirling and spinning 
like a top," she said. "It was an odd but 
frightening sight." 


Hulett reported 
that no tornadoes 


touched down in the village. He said it 
will take months for parts of the village 
to be completely cleaned up.

action, gloriously illustrated by a photo 
beauteous Becky Marshall, adorned front 
pages of newspapers throughout the na- 
tion and overseas 


None of these elders has as yet pro- 


nounced the pre-beauty contest lightning 
strike a Divine Omen. 


But the ministerial substitute they 


have procured to fill in for fired pastor 
Charles Marshall has done something of 
the sort. 


FOR TWO SUNDAYS in a row follow- 


ing the sacking of Becky's father, Broth- 
er Jerry Humphries (Church of Christ 
ministers do not use the title Reverend), 
a handsome and unctuous Bible college 
official from nearby Florence, Ala , utili- 
zed every conceivable Scriptural admoni- 
tion to try to convince the Bible-devoted 
congregation to obey and respect their 
church's elders. (Most clery preach on 
texts — some on pretexts ) 


Among other things, his sermon on 


July 30 cited the ominous fate of certain 
murmurers against the 
authority of 


Moses (whom he described as a church

The question related to one of those 


books between the Old and New Testa-

"beauteous"; so much so that the two 
elders were "inflamed with lust." They 
attempted to seduce her ••- and when she 
resisted, charged her with adultery (a 
capital crime). (They were, however, ex- 
posed in the nick of time by the cross- 
examination of Daniel.) 


While the sometimes stodgy "Memphis 


Commercial Appeal" published a cartoon 
captioned "Becky and The Elders," no 
one here in Athens has contended that 
the four Church of Christ elders have 
tried anything like this — certainly not 
with Becky Marshall 


For this gorgeous 17-year-old is as de- 


vout, gentle, courteous and vestally vir- 
ginal as she is pulchritudinous — an im- 
peccably wholesome young girl who, de- 
spite the internationally notorious assi- 
ninity of her church's elders, still wants 
to attend a Church of Christ college. 


Yet her presumably God-given beauty 


was derided by Brother Humphries, who 
piously explained that his wife would nev- 
er swim in public unless "adorned mod- 
estly," (specific details of which fashion 
guide he never managed to provide). 
Asked Brother Humphries rhetorically: 


"Would any Christian woman want 


that picture (Becky in a one-piece bath- 
ing suit) sent to the Lord on Judgment 
Day?"

I wonder if I'm lacking a certain pro- 


tein or vitamin. I can scratch my scalp 
and the hair just falls out. I am on the 
nervous side lately. I also have been tak- 
ing diet pills off and on for the past two 
years. I really don't'need them now since 
1 lost all the weight I wanted to lose. 


My little girl, who is 3 years old, has 


long blond hair which hasn't been cut 
since she was born. It hasn't seemed to 


grow any more during the past year and 
her hair seems to be falling out. This is 
another reason I wonder if we're lacking 
a vitamin or protein. 


I should mention that I have an oily 


skin problem and wash my hair twice a 
week. 


Dear Reader — It is common for wom- 


en to lose their hair after pregnancy. The 
condition is temporary and usually dis- 
appears within a year after delivery. 
This, however, has nothing to do with 
having a gas anesthetic for the delivery. 


THERE ARE many causes for ex- 


cessive loss of hair including nervous- 
ness. In this regard, if you're already

Some endocrine disorders including a 


low thyroid function can contribute to 
loss of hair and also oily scalp. The most 
frequent cause of loss of hair, however, 
is excessive beauty treatments 
that 


many women take, whether they are 
done at home or commercially. Anything 
which pulls the hah* too tight or a hair 
style which pulls the hair tightly will ag- 
gravate the normal loss of hair. Re- 
peated uses of tints and dyes at too 
frequent intervals also can damage the 
hair follicles and result in loss of hair. 
Harsh shampoos used too frequently can 
also cause difficulty rather than helping. 
As a general measure I usually recom- 
mend to people with falling hair to try to 
wash their hair about once a week with a 
mild shampoo, and to leave the hair 
loose and natural. Brush with a soft 
brush. If you continue to have a lot of 
falling hair ask your doctor about it. He 
may wish to do some tests to see how 
your endocrine glands are functioning. 


Regarding your little girl, hair is con- 


stantly being lost and replaced. All ani- 
mals do this. Some do it by seasons, and 
this is the typical shedding or molting 
season. In humans the follicles produce 
hair on a staggered time basis so that 
some new hair is always being formed, 
and some old hair is reaching its normal 
life span continuously. Otherwise, we 
would have a molting season too. 


Hair does have a definite limit to the 


length it will grow. When it gets to this 
length it stops growing and tends to fall. 
I suspect that this is the case with your 
little girl.

H O L L Y W O O D (UPI) - Edward 


Dmtryk had directed 60 motion pictures 
with nary a nude — until now. 


He directed such powerful hits as "The 


Young Lions," "Raintree County," "Hit- 
ler's Children," "The Caine Mutiny" and 
others. 


Then along came "Bluebeard" with 


Richard Burton murdering seven wives, 
most of whom are seen in a state of dish- 
abille if not totally in the buff. 


Doubtless Dmytryk has seen naked 


women in his more than 60 years. But he 
had never been faced with the problem 
of photographing them for the screen. 
What to do? 


"I had to have a long talk with my- 


self." said the bearded director. "There 
was the matter of propriety. I wanted to 
handle the occasion with as much taste 
as 1 could. And, of course, there was con- 
sideration for the actresses." 


TWO OF THE ladies in the film 


steadfastly refused to disrobe: Virna Lisi 
and Raquel Welch. 


"Some of the others were so eager to 


get undressed I had to fight with them to 
stay dressed." Dmtryk said, grinning. 


"But I did insist that the girls remain 


clothed throughout our rehearsals. When 
it came time for the nude scenes I 
cleared the set of all but about 10 mem- 
bers of the crew. 


"The script girl, camera operator, 


makeup girl, hairdresser and a few oth- 
ers stayed around. The stage hands and 
the electricians up in the catwalks were 
asked to leave — amid much grumbling. 
But they left." 


Director Dmytryk, of course, had to 


stick around. 


Perhaps he should have walked away. 


"Bluebeard" has received almost univer- 
sally deplorable reviews, the presence of 
Richard Burton in the title role notwith- 
standing. 


DMYTRYK HAS AN answer for that 


too- "This is an historical fairy tale and 
the comedy is derived from how many 
different ways there are for a wife to 
drive her husband to the point of mur- 
dering her. 


"I went for comedy in the picture be- 


cause overt sex can't be taken too se- 
riously. It's limiting. And sex on the 
screen actually eliminates romance. So 
we laugh at it in 'Bluebeard ' " 


Despite the critics, "Bluebeard" — 


rated R — is doing brisk box office busi- 
ness, which is what its director had in 
mind from the beginning. 


"If I had treated the subject seriously 


I'd have had a bomb," he said. "I ex- 
pected the critics to rap us. The picture 
was made purely for entertainment. 


"The 'want-to-see' quotient of this film 


is very high. You're in trouble when you 
make a serious picture and get bad re- 
views. But our purpose is a horror come- 
dy and not intended to be anything else." 


Dmytryk made his film in Hungary. 


The Hungarian reviews aren't in yet.

Whatever Happened To McCloskey? 
Nixon's In-Party Challengers Fade Out 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - It was sup- 


posed to be a Republican version of the 
1968 political year. As some critics saw 
it, Richard Nixon, bracketed and be- 
deviled from left and right, was supposed 
to give up like Lyndon Johnson did. 


Not only didn't it happen, but Nixon 


emerged from the first six months of the 
1972 political year stronger than he en- 
tered it. Firmly astride the center in 
American politics, the President came 
out of the Republican National Con- 
vention this week a heavy favorite for 
reelection. 


What did happen was that the liberal 


and conservative Republican opposition 
to the President knocked itself out with- 
out laying a glove on Nixon, He didn't 
even have to campaign. 


THE BIG DEAL last fall and winter 


was the candidacy of Rep. Paul N. 
McCloskey, R-Calif., as close to a Kenne- 
dy-image politician as the Republicns 
hive. The former Marine combat officer 
challenged Nixon on the same issue and 
in the same place Sen. Eugene McCarthy 
used in 1969 to cut up President Johnson 
— Vietnam and the New Hampshire 
presidential primary. 


McCarthy didn't beat Johnson and 


McCloskey never really expected to beat 
Nixon. A good, strong showing was the 
goal. 


Enter the spoiler, in the person of Rep. 


John Askbrook. R-Ohio. Ashbrook is any- 
thing but a charismatic personality, but 
he comes on as sincere and honest. He is 
• deep-dyed conservative, without apo- 
logies and without table-pounding. 


Ashbrook ruined McCloskey in New 


Bunnshire. Nixon got 69.7 per cent of 


the vote, McCloskey got 19.7 per cent and 
Ashbrook got 10.9 per cent. 


It might seem to be a stretch of the 


imagination to suggest that conservative 
Ashbrook took votes away from liberal 
McCloskey, but that might just be the 
case. Long after the 1968 New Hampshire 
test, deep research turned up the curious 
finding that McCarthy's 42 per cent 
share of the vote included a sizable ele- 
ment of voters who were even more 
hawkish about the war than Johnson, but 
voted with McCarthy's doves as the only 
way to register opposition to the Presi- 
dent. 


McCLOSKEY had set 20 per cent as 


his minimum showing to continue. He 
could have said 3 per cent was too small 
to quibble about, but the fact was that he 
was finished. The Californian's best 
showings after that .were 14 per cent of 
the vote in Massachusetts and 11 per 
cent in Oregon — both dovish states. 


He couldn't muster more than 11 per 


cent in any of the other seven primaries 
where his name appeared on Hie ballot, • 
and he had to give up campaigning long 
before the primary season ended. He 
came out of it with one pledged delegate, 
674 per cent short of bingo. 


Ashbrook also went nowhere after New 


Hampshire getting a 9 per cent share of 
the Florida vote beating McCloskey, and 
no more than 6 per cent in the several 
other primaries where his name ap- 
peared. 


An issue analysis of the Nixon opposi- 


tion would show that McCloskey lost 
because Republican voters were satisfied 
with the President's Vletnamization and 


troop withdrawal program. Ashbrook's 
campaign fell apart in the glow of public 
satisfaction over Nixon's trip to China, a 
journey the Republican right viewed as 
heresy compounded. 


SO NIXON was able to use the Presi- 


dency to protect his political position and 
to place himself in the soothing light of 
moderation between the extremes of 
McCloskey and Ashbrook. This position 
also gives him a head start on what al- 
ready seems sure to be the GOP stance 
in the big race against Democrat George 
McGovern. 


Up to convention time, Nixon hasn't 


had to attack, let alone answer, his oppo- 
sition, within or without the GOP. That is 
a very comfortable position to be in, be- 
cause small political embarrassments 
such as the Democratic headquarters 
bugging episode, Martha Mitchell's tele- 
phone calls, the Justice Department — 
ITT go-around, the Haynsworth-Carswell 
disasters, the Wally Hickel departure 
and others have remained dormant. 


The Democrats, floundering around 


trying to choose their own national ticket 
and wasting the five-week campaign lead 
they gave themselves with a July nation 
convention, have helped keep Nixon's po- 
litical profile low. 


Assuming that McGovern, and Sargent 


Shriver win be able to get a real cam- 
paign going against the Republicans by 
Labor Day, the picture may change. But 
considering the vitriol that has passed 
among the Democrats this year, it is 
hard to imagine how the opposition will 
be able to put Richard Nixon on the de- 
fensive in this campaign.

Change "as happy as a child in a toy 


shop" to "as happy as a child in Shirley 
Tyre's toy shop" — and you really have 
a happy kid. 


The Toy Gallery, 110 E. Lake St., Bar- 


rington, is one of the few places where 
mothers have no reason to say "Now 
don't touch anything" or to point to 
"hands off" signs. There aren't any. 


"I'm pleased when children play with 


the toys within reach," said Mrs. Tyre. 
"How else would I know what appeals to 
them most, or what toys stand the most 
stress?" 


In other respects, too, Shirley Tyre is 


anything but a typical shop proprietor. 
This is her first business venture. It hap- 
pened almost by accident. 


"LOOK," said Alice Grant, her former 


Mount Prospect neighbor, "I'm going to 
open a little tea room and gift shop in 
this old house in Harrington. The second 
floor is available. What would you like to 
do with it?" 


Shirley, whose life and activities to this 


point had been child-oriented, thought 
immediately of toys. She began a whirl 
of research, starting with a trip to a toy 
festival in Branson, Mo. It was the first 
of many trips to handcrafting centers. 


Raleigh House, a Harrington landmark 


dating from the turn of the century, 
opened for business March 24, 1972. Its 
atmosphere is pure Williamsburg — the 
colonial dress of the waitresses in the 
intimate little tea room; the hand-dipped 
candles, pottery and hand-crafted jew- 
elry; the antiques, primitives and collec- 
tibles in the cellar antique shop; and on 
the second floor Shirley Tyre's collection

Crocheted vests and a little yarn 
"worm" bookmark are also her stock in 
trade. 


Dennis Pfister of Streamwood makes 


old-fashioned spinning tops of solid wood, 
modeled after tops of the 1800s. Richard 
E. Cook of Arlington Heights has some of 
his ship models on display for ordering. 
Kenn Howard's smooth-finished, solid 
maple or walnut cars and birds with 
simple, contemporary lines, are a delight 
to children. Kenn is a former Des 
Plaines resident. 


ANOTHER DES PLAINES man, a re- 


tired grandpa, makes tall, sturdy wooden 
(tollhouses that may later be used as cab- 
inets. No two of Omar Sove's (tollhouses 
are alike. His daughter-in-law, Sally 
Sove, does all the handpainted design. 
T o g e t h e r they turn out colorful 
plaques for children's rooms.

MOTHERS AND children warm to the 


hand-whittled, hand-dressed grandma 
and grandpa dolls, made by a handy 
grandma in Missouri. A lady in Ten- 
nessee makes stuffed animals; calico an- 
imals wend then- way to Harrington from 
an Ohio workshop. In a federally aided 
program, the "Possum Trot" women of 
Kentucky produce a whole line of mother 
animals with babies who snap on for 
nursing. 


"Snappy Daddy Long Legs" are tall, 


skinny cloth dolls whose arms and legs 
may be snapped in various positions, 
making It possible for a child to have a 
dance partner. 


A few toy items find their way to Bar- 


rington from other parts of the world — 
mostly wooden miniatures, wooden ani- 
mals on wheels and wooden bag toys 
from East and West Germany and Italy. 


"I try to find out what everyone is 


doing with wood — here and in other 
countries," said Shirley. 


The line of children's books she carries 


— beautifully illustrated — is from Eng- 
land. "After all, nursery rhymes origi- 
nated there." 


SHIRLEY AND DELROY Tyre have 


lived in Mount Prospect for 15 years. 
Their activities have brought them in 
. contact with children of many ages — in 
Little League, Midget Football, church 
youth activities and in Girl Scouts where 
Shirley was a leader for five years and 
then neighborhood chairman. Their first 
interest in handcrafted toys sprang from 
a troop project, the Toymaker Badge.

Dear Dorothy: Is there any way to re- 


move black stains on a hardwood floor 
caused by puppy urine? 


—Alice Langhorne 


Puppy urine isn't as strong as that de- 


posited by an adult dog, so maybe you 
won't have to go through the whole rou- 
tine. However, if you do, here it is: First 
try No. 1 steel wool and a good com- 
mercial floor cleaner, following the di- 
rections If the dark spot remains, apply 
a hot oxalic-tartaric acid bleach solution 
(one tablespoonful of each in one cup 
boiling water). And use care — this is 
poison. Use a glass or enamel contain- 
er to heat or reheat solution (which has 
to be hot to be effective). Leave on for 31) 
minutes to an hour; blot up. Rinse with a 
solution of two tablespoonsful baking 
soda to one quart warm water (which 
stops the action of the bleach). Blot up; 
rinse with clear water and clean cloth; 
then dry. Next day: Examine treated 
area. If some stain still remains, repeat 
the operation. If this doesn't work, area 
may have to be sanded or replaced.

Epoxy glue will do the job. Wipe off 


the excess immediately. You can hold 
the crack together while the glue sets 
with floral caulking or the soft window 
seal After the glue has set, just peel off 
the caulking. 


Tip for new cooks: When you are hav-

Cats Should 
Be Licensed 


Nothing is cuter than a family of 


young kittens, frolicking around a 
mother cat in a roly-poly flood of 
exuberance 


Kittens, however, grow into cats 


— a sad experience for many ani- 
mal fanciers. They lose their child- 
hood innocence and assume a 
stance of rugged independence, to- 
tally unlike their cousin, the dog. 


Have you ever tried to get a cat 


to do precisely what you want him 
or her to do? It's almost impos- 
sible. 


Cats set their own behavioral stan- 


dards; mankind to them is a neces- 
sary nuisance that provides food, 
water, a kitty litter box and mid- 
wifing when necessary (although 
cats would rather do it themselves, 
thank you). 


With great reluctance, however, 


the Herald suggests another intru- 
sion into the world of catdom. Put 
simply, cats — just like dogs — 
should be licensed. 


In the last week the Herald re- 


ported 
that a stray cat had 


scratched a woman in Schaumburg 
and, unless the stray cat could be 


found, the woman would have to 
undergo a series of painful rabies 
shots. 


The missing cat, however, may 


not have been a homeless cat. He 
or she may be one of the thousands 
of cats which roam around neigh- 
borhoods looking for small and car- 
less birds, chipmunks and, in most 
cases, other cats with whom to 
mate or fight 


In the mysterious quests for food 


and fun that cats get involved in, 
too often 
some human peace- 


maker gets scratched or bitten. 
And, if you've ever heard a cat 
fight at 3 a.m., you're aware that 
cats have the noise potential sim- 
ilar to that of a subway train roar- 
ing through a tunnel. 


Several communities, in fact, 


have toyed with the idea of licens- 
ing cats. Schaumburg officials are 
discussing a cat control ordinance 
and may make rabies inoculations 
mandatory for all village cats 


There's a question, though, about 


whether municipalities have the 
right to license cats. Several years 
ago Mount Prospect and Rolling 
Meadows tried to pass an ordi- 
nance regulating cats. They were 
told by attorneys that state law 
prohibited ordinances 
controlling 


free-running cats. The new Illinois 
Constitution, however, may clarify 
the matter. 


At any rate, any attempt to li- 


cense cats probably faces a legal 
test. We would hope some minimal 
controls would be permitted under 
the new constitution. 


If cats are, indeed, licensed, we 


expect the initial discomfort of a 
rabies shot or a collar with a tag 
on it will be overcome quickly as a 
minor, trivial nuisance. The fact is, 
we haven't seen anything yet 
which really, deep down inside, 
fazes a cat. 


Cosmetic Cover-Up 


The multibillion dollar cosmetic 


industry is being prodded to con- 
sider the consumer more and their 
profits a little less that previously. 


One nudge in this direction was 


the request of President Nixon's 
consumer adviser, Mrs. Virginia 
Knauer, that cosmetic firms pro- 
vide ingredient information that is 
r e a da b 1 e and easily under- 
standable to buyers. 


Behind the velvet-gloved urging 


is the knowledge that cosmetics 
can contain ingredients that can be 
irritating and, in extremely rare 
cases, fatal to the allergic. 


It would seem logical in a time in 


which people of all ages show con- 


cern about their total environment 
t h a t 
cosmetic 
manufacturers 


would rush unhesitatingly to com- 
ply. Those who do not may find 
themselves faced with a barrage of 
chemical test reports and embar- 
rassing questions before a Con- 
gressional committee. 


However, the burden of pressing 


such an action should not rest with 
a few appointed or elected offi- 
cials. Few manufacturers would 
deny that pressure from the con- 
sumer en masse usually 
gets 


prompter 
action than a long, 


drawn out governmental inquiry. 
After all, it is the consumer who 
buys the product and keeps a com- 
pany in business.

'Don't Extend Butchers' Hours' 


In rebuttal to M. Grissomer's Fence 


Post letter concerning butcher's con- 
venience to consumers, may I add that 
this is also my first attempt at writing to 
a newspaper. Missing the editorial due to 
vacation but reading the Arlington 
Heights lady's letter, my reaction stirred 
immediately, wishing people would spend 
more time to research before voicing 
opinions. 


May I now have the privilege to defend 


the union's stand: 


—Nine hours is sufficient time to shop. 


Presuming eight hours are sleep, that 
leaves seven hours extra in a day. If our 
social butterflies of suburbia can't shop 
in nine hours how could four more hours 
(9 to 10 store hours) add to their con- 
venience. 


—How much more meat can you er* 


per day? Perhaps more jobs, but for 
whom? Certainly not a family mail. A 
butcher has four classes to his profes- 
sion. A wrapper, apprentice, journeyman 
and a head meat cutter. Presuming meat 
is sold 12 or 13 hours a day, a man would 
have to go on a sue hour a day work 
shift. No meat cutter would work over- 
time for that length of time due to the 
temperature meat is bandied or the vig- 
orous work of lifting hinds of beef. 


At six hours a day a wrapper receives 


$16.30, a apprentice $25.20, a journey- 
man $32.40 and a head meat cutter 
$35.52. (These figures are based on 2-1/2 
years experience.) It takes five years to 
become a journeyman. A head meat cut- 
ter perhaps his whole life. On a five-day, 
six-hour work scale a journeyman would 
earn $162.00 per week. Deduct taxes from 
a family man earning $162.00 per week 
or an apprentice earning $126.00 a week 
how many men would choose butchering 
as a profession? May I add that it does 
take skill in carving a hind of beef. Now 
do you realize that a store hiring more 
men would have to pay two butchers 
$64.80 a day instead of $43.20 or even an 
apprentice and butcher $57.60 instead of 
$43.20. Taking your lower figure tnat still 
stands as an extra expense to your mar- 
ket of $86.40 a week per man which 
would mean that meat prices would rise 
more. 


—If you prefer a supermarket with 


wrapper meat loaded with preservatives 
that are stored in a refrigerator until it 
is sold or freshly cut meat — heaven 
forbid what the busy consumer eats.

Is Your Operation Really Necessary?

NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - with more 


t h a n 50 superports 
akeady 
being 


planned, built or operating around the 
world, Atlantic and Gulf Coast states are 
bidding to have the first in the United 
States. 


A superport, basically, is a man-made 


structure in deep enough water — at 
least 100 feet — to accommodate the su- 
pertankers being used by many of the 
world's trading companies today. 


No port along the Gulf or Eastern 


coasts of the United States is accessible 
to ships that have that much draft and 
are as long as the Empire State Build- 
ing. Yet, maritime experts agree ships 
this size and larger will handle virtually 
all major world oil trade in 10 years. 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, the 


agency responsible for granting a permit 
to construct any superport, has said it 
would recommend 
several superport 


sites by June 30,1973. 


THE FEDERAL government has in- 


dicated it would support only one Gulf of 
Mexico superport for now. At least two 
states — Texas and Louisiana — are try- 
ing to get it. Alabama also has a chance. 


Until recently, Texas was considered 


the front runner in the race. Then Loui- 
siana took the initiative. On Feb. 16, 
1972, Gov. Edwin W. Edwards appointed 
a IB-member "Superport Task Force" to 
promote the state's bid. And on Aug. 1 
the Louisiana Legislature replaced it 
with a nine-member committee "in- 
fluencing any decision the Corps might 
make." 


Louisiana thus was the first state to 


create a superport authority. Officials 
also feel their state has the edge in natu- 
ral resources. 


"Louisiana's advantages are obvious,"

said P. J. Mills, director of the superport 
authority. "There's the Mississippi River 
which links us- to the inner part of the 
country, and there's the fact that we 
have deep water so near our coast line." 


"Unlike our Gulf Coast neighbors," 


Mills said, "Louisiana has water 100 feet 
deep and more within the three-mile ter- 
ritorial limit. A Texas superport would 
have to be located more than 40 miles off 
the Texas coast." 


MILLS POINTED out that efforts to 


land an East Coast superport, possibly 
off Delaware, have been stalled by envi- 
ronmentalists and said Louisiana had 
taken this problem into consideration. 


Another factor Mills sees as a plus for 


Louisiana is a pipeline system to the 
Midwest and East which "is, operating at 
less than half its capacity." 


Finally, Mills said he feels other Mis- 


sissippi Valley states would endorse a 
Louisiana superport. 


"Gov. Dave Hall of Oklahoma has pub- 


licly endorsed and said he would work 
for a Louisiana superport," Mills said. 
"He said a Louisiana superport would 
benefit Oklahoma more than a superport 
off Texas, Mississippi or Alabama. 


"And 
officials in Mississippi and Ala- 


bama have said that if the superport 
were not located off their coasts, they 
would rather have a Louisiana location," 
said Mills.

There is one, simple, effective way to 


save money on medical bills. It's similar 
to the way you save money on an opera 
hat. If you don't need one, don't buy one. 


This principle, applied to surgery, 


could save Americans the cost of at least 
two million operations a year, according 
to Herbert S. Denenberg, Pennsylvania's 
insurance commissioner. Estimates on 
the number of unnecessary operations 
performed range as high as three to four 
million, he says, citing studies and writ- 
ings by physicians and surgeons. 


Denenberg, one of the country's fier- 


cest protectors of the consumer's pocket- 
book, is distributing to Pennsylvania 
residents a "Shopper's Guide to Sur- 
gery" that carries his byline. It lists 14 
rules as "simple and proven ways of 
knowing whether proposed surgery is 
needed or not," and for getting high 
quality care, if it is needed. 


MOST DOCTORS, HE points out, are 


"honest and humane enough" not to sell 
patients on unneeded surgery. But "stud- 
ies indicate some 15,000 licensed doctors 
in the United States are unfit to prac- 
tice medicine." To assume that you real- 
ly need an operation simply because 
some surgeon prescribes it, therefore, is 
"placing undue trust in America's medi- 


cal system." Boiling down Denenberg's 
14 rules: 


• Don't go, for medical treatment, 


directly to a surgeon — who likely has a 
natural prejudice in favor of surgery. 
Start with your family physician or inter- 
nist, who will arrange for you to see a 
surgeon if he thinks it's necessary. 


• Inquire whether your surgeon is 


board-certified as a specialist in surgery, 
and a fellow of the American College of 
S u r g e o n s or equivalent osteopathic 
society. Find out from the local medical 
society, or consult the "Directory of 
Medical Specialists" in your library. If 
he doesn't have these credentials, check 
out his competence very carefully. 


• Always get an independent opinion 


from another surgeon — even if your 
family doctor and proposed surgeon 
agree that an operation is needed. Stud- 
ies show, says Denenberg, that con- 
sultations result in ?0 to 60 per cent few- 
er operations. 


• Make sure any surgery is performed 


in an accredited hospital — one which 
meets the standards of the Joint Com- 
mission on Accreditation of Hospitals. 
There are about 5,400 accredited hospi- 
tals in the country — and some 1,600 that 
don't meet J.C.A.H. standards. 


• Don't "push" for surgery, yourself; 


if you do, you'll certainly find some doc- 
tor who's willing to do the possibly un- 
necessary operation. Make sure you get 
a thorough discussion of the alternatives 
to surgery, the benefits of surgery and 
its possible risks and complications. 


• Frankly discuss fees — all fees in- 


volved, not just the surgeon's. Doctors 
aren't reluctant to do this. In fact, pro- 
fessional ethics require open under- 
standings with patients about fees. 


THE D E N E N B E R G "Shopper's 


Guide" makes the point several times 
that surgeons are happiest when oper- 
ating. As with people who, for example, 


like to tinker' with cars, they have a nat- 
ural inclination to tinker with your in- 
nards in the belief that it will improve 
things — even though your machinery 
may be running well enough to let well 
enough alone. 


Let at least a couple of doctors sepa- 


rately convince you that you need sur- 
gery before you agree to hop on the 
table. And be especially hard to convince 
when it's one of the three operations that 
are most often needlessly performed: 
hysterectomies, hemorrhoidectomies and 
tonsillectomies.

Eighteen runs plus 21 hits equalled a

It's just that 
Ohio tallied 16 runs, dropping Arlington 
into a position of no return with one loss 
in the double elimination playoffs. 


HelghU rebounded emphatically from 


the disheartening clobbering Friday with 
no lest than IS different players contrib- 
uting to Richmond's humiliation and 
elimination less than 24 hours later. 


While scoring in every frame but the 


sixth, 11 Arlington batters took turns 
dealing out the 21 base hits and 18 runs. 
The united effort paved the Cakewalk for 
pitcher Dwaine Nelson, who was making 
only his second start of the year for the 
local legionnaires. His first was a mas- 
terful two-hit route-going verdict over 
Des Plaines. 


Dwaine shared his hurling services for 


both the Midlothian White Sox and Ar- 
lington and was pressed into emergency 
duty immediately following the Sox's ex-. 
tinction in Wichita, Kans. 


"I flew in at about two this afternoon," 


Dwaine said, without showing visible 


signs of fatigue. "I didn't have any sleep 
but I was ready." 


Nelson didn't need much what with the 


support his teammates provided, but he 
showed plenty anyway. He fired five 
strong innings before being touched for 
four Richmond consolation runs in the 
late stages of the game. Dwaine didn't 
issue a pass through his eight-inning stint 
while fanning three. 


Ed Carpenter, opping up in relief, was 


also solved for a pair of runs, but by 
then the contest was safely in the hands 
of the substitutes and the decision all but 
tucked away in the win column. 


Arlington's awesome offensive attack 


was spearheaded by super shortstop Ji 
Locascio who rapped four hits in six 
trips, punch-hitter Tony Fricano and 
steady Bob Harth, who scattered three 


apiece, and power-hitting Mark Leonhard 
was spearheaded by super shortstop Jim 
homer over the fence in left field. 


"It felt good when I hit it," the burly 


centerfielder remembered in describing 
the belt-high fast ball. "I saw it hit the' 
top of the fence and thought it would be 
at leaz a double, but then I saw the 
umpire waving the home run sign and 
watched our guys coming out of the dug- 
out to meet me." 


The blast was reported to be the first 


in that specific area of spacious Munici- 
pal Stadium in over two years and only 
the fifth round-tripper in the last seven. 


Leonhard's explosion came with both 


Harth and Bert Newman aboard in the 
seventh and cushioned Arlington's al- 
ready-insurmountable lead to yawning

Zare, Locascio 
Draw Plaudits 
In Tourney Play

RICHMOND, IND. - When the most 


valuable player is named here at the end 
of the Indian-hosted Great Lakes Region- 
al Tournament, it might not be Jim Lo- 
cascio or Dave Zare. 


Pitching performances and batting av- 


erages tend to draw voters' attention 
more, but the left side of the Arlington 
Heights infield has turned in MVP per- 
formances through Saturday's play. 


Third baseman Zare has accounted for 


four extra base hits, six runs-batted-in 
(both team highs), while shortstop Lo- 
cascio has dazzled defensively with 
clutch play after clutch play. 


Locascio showed the scouts that he 


could also handle a bat Saturday against 
host post Richmond. His 4-foHI showing 
led the Heights hitting attack as it 
crushed the hosts, 1M. 


"It was cruddy pitching," said the 


modest former Arlington High School 
player. "I'm not that proud of it." 


Be that as it may, it helped shake Lo- 


cascio's batting slump that began with 
the state tournament and grew to a 1-for- 
23 figure until his barrage. 


"During the regular season I was hit- 


ting better than I was fielding," said Lo- 
cascio, recalling his .346 average before 
the slump. "I wasn't charging enough." 


Since the coaching of Lloyd Meyer and 


assistant Mark Newman corrected that 
flaw, this «-foot-l, 187-pounder has been 
making like another Don Kessinger. Be- 
sides showing the leadership on (he field, 
Locascto's play has also been tops in the 
elite seven-team field.

I think sports should 
be fun."), Zare has lulled many a team 
into thinking he was no threat on the 
bases because of his size. His 19 thefts, 
ranking second on the club, proved dif- 
ferently. 


Zare is one of a handful of Heights 


players who can run on his own. Earlier 
in the year he stole second on a very 
close play. An argument ensued and he 
sneaked to third. That's the day he was 
allowed to run at will. 


"I've got to go off the pitcher," said 


Zare, a runner with average speed but 
plenty of baseball savvy. "I anticipate on 
the pitcher." 


During the interview, Zare wore his 


hat like baseball clowns do — first with 
the brim coming down over his left ear 
and then backwards like a catcher.

for the deal to be arranged. Drivers 
would talk over a race on the track in 
the warm-up, driving side by side. The

to let another guy win. Sometimes a 
driver would "pull" his horse — that is, 
not allow him to run Us best.

thought he was a bird. At the time, he 
had a quarter-crack — a hoof infection.

That afternoon my driver-trainer, 
Steve Fillmore, told me to bet him big. 
"You got alligator shoes? Give them to 
the ticket seller, too," he told me. But he

and show. Yes, sir! I bet big, something 
was up. 


The horse was running near last al- 


most the whole race. When the pack 
turned toward the stretch, High Step was 
still way back. I was about to panic. 
That's when High Step sprouted wings. 
He came hard on the outside and fin- 
ished second. After the race I went back- 
side (the stable area) to thank Fillmore 
for the tip. He told me he had drugged 
the horse. He said he could have won the 
race by five lengths but didn't want to 
finish first. Winners were given post-race 
saliva tests. 


Doping horses is not too common any 


more. Deals between drivers make it an 
unnecessary risk. Now, in Illinois and in 
several other states, the winner plus two 
or three others in every race are given 
post-race tests. Ohio and New York are 
now giving pre-race urinalysis to all 
horses. So why blow up a safe when you 
have the combination? 


All you need is a couple of friendly 


driven who owe you a favor, or who will 
expect a favor sometime. One hoof wash- 
es the other is the saying. 


In most races, only two or three horses 


are usually true contenders in a field of 
eight or nine. This is especially so in 
small-purse races, the ones from $1,500 
to about $4,000. Two or three other 
horses may not have reached their peak 
and are just out for the exercise. The 
rest are no-accounts and horses so lame 
they need to be pulled by a tow truck. 
I've seen horses come in 20 lengths be- 
hind the next-to-next-to-last horse. 


Drivers of second-rate horses often 


have as much to do .with the winning of a 
harness race as the best horses. They 
can go head-to-head early with the "un- 
friendly" contender in order to burn him 
out. A harness horse can only go full 
steam for about a quarter of the mile 
race. If that big quarter is at the start, 
then the horse falls to the back of the 
pack, leaving him with his tongue drag- 
ging. 


Another common trick is called "park- 


ing" a horse, forcing a horse to run on 
the outside, away from the rail. Some- 
times he has to run three wide. This 
makes a horse run maybe an extra 
quarter of a mile. If he can win then, 
then he's a Superhorse. Few are.

horse, or a dishonest driver lying to you. 
My driver once told me he bad bought 
out a driver in a race, then my driver 
changed the plans at the last minute 
without tolling me. There is not always 
honor among thieves. A million things 
can go wrong. 


In most cases, all a professional gam- 


bler can hope for at a harness track is 
simply more information than the aver- 
age bettor. The fans are betting the field, 
the insider is betting two or three horses. 
Sometimes one. The fans are bettingrom 
charts, the insider is betting from the 
horse's mouth. Sometimes the guy off the 
street wins despite himself. Sometimes 
the insiders lose. 


A gambler with a definite tip can't bet 


too much on one race. If he goes to a 
window with big dough he might single- 
handedly bring the price suspiciously 
down too far — at least it was that way 
when the handle for a race was $50,000 or 
less. It's getting harder to lay off big 
bets with track bookies because track of- 
ficials have been cleaning that up. 


And off-track bookies don't handle the 


trotters much. They don't trust 'em. 
Smart boys.

Pollution Control 
Plan At Firm 
Behind Schedule 


Chicago Magnet Wire Corp. is about 


two weeks behind schedule in its plans to 
eliminate pollution at its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage plant because of delays in receiving 
some parts for the pollution control sys- 
tem. 


An agreement in March among the 


company, the village and the State of Il- 
linois required Magnet Wire to install de- 
vices that would eliminate 95 per cent of 
the odor emitted by the plant at 901 
Chase Ave. The agreement was made to 
settle an air pollution suit and counter- 
suit filed last year in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Under the agreement, both suits will 


be continued until Oct. 15 when the com- 
pany is to complete installation of the 
pollution control equipment. 


Last week the Elk Grove Village Board 


of Trustees agreed to relax the rules of 
the agreement to allow Magnet Wire to 
give a 30-day instead of a 45-day notice 
in requesting any extension of the dead- 
line that might be needed. 


VILLAGE ATTY. Edward Hofert said 


company officials had told him there was 
some trouble in obtaining various parts 
for the system, but by Sept. 15 the firm 
would know whether it would get the 
parts or require an extension. 


The equipment to be installed at a cost 


of more than $250,000 is a direct fire in- 
cinerator, which will burn off the odor- 
producing phenolic compounds. 


Chicago Magnet Wire Is required to 


submit progress reports to the village 
and attorney general's office every 30 
days giving details on the work being 
done to date. 


In the last two months the company 


reported that a steel platform for the pol- 
lution equipment which is being installed 
on the roof was erected and the stairs 
were to be completed earlier this month. 


EVEN THOUGH the pollution control 


system is nearing completion, no signifi- 
cant masking equipment has been put in 
operation yet, and complaints from the 
village. Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights have continued to come in this 
summer. 


Elk Grove Village Trustee George 


Spees said at times during the recent 
hot. humid weather, the emissions from 
the plants has made the air almost "un- 
breatheable." 


In April 1971 Elk Grove Village and 


Atty. Gen. William Scott's office filed a 
suit asking the courts to permanently en- 
join the company from polluting the air. 
The company later filed a countersuit 
asking for $2 million in damages and 
charging the Environmental Protection 
Act was unconstitutional.

Elk Grove Village Fire Chief and Civil 


Defense Director Allen Hulett called it 
"the worst storm in the village's his- 
tory," dropping seven inches of rain in 
two hours, flooding homes, streets and 
public buildings. No deaths or serious in- 
juries were reported. 


Parts of the village were without sani- 


tary sewage facilitlessor about 36 hours 
and electric power was out in certain 
sections for 16 hours. The main sanitary 
lift station at Ridge Avenue and Elk 
Grove Boulevard was damaged and 
unable to send raw sewage north to con- 
necting pipes in Mount Prospect for 
treatment. 


Elk Grove Boulevard, closed since Fri- 


day night, was to be reopened sometime 
Sunday. Village police said cars were 
found in drainage ditches or stalled dur- 
ing the heavy rain. 


SCHAUMBURG Civil Defense and Elk 


Grove Village firemen evacuated resi- 
dents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park, 941 Higgins Rd., by boat Satur- 
day. About 25 families were taken to the 
Holiday Inn at Busse and Landmeier 
roads, and another 25 persons were given 
shelter in the Elk Grove High School 
Fieldhouse. 


Hulett said raw sewage was flowing in 


Salt Creek and Cook Connty Health De- 
partment officials ordered the trailer 
park closed about 3 p.m. .Saturday. Some 
of the families in the 170 trailers in the 
court chose to stay even though gas and 
electricity had been shut off. Hulett said 
hopefully all families would be back in 
their mobile homes by Tuesday. 


Water from the storm completely filled 


the basement of the Elk Grove Village 
Public Library. Hulett said much of the 
heating and other equipment was dam- 
aged, and it took more than 24 hours of 
pumping to drain the building. 


Pumpers from Schaumburg and Hoff- 


man Estates aided the village fireman in 
pumping out about eight feet of water 
from Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 
Flooding was also reported at Admiral 
Byrd, Grantwood and Ridge schools in 
the village. About $1.5 million in damage 
was sustained by the Centex North Plaza 
Office Building, 700 Nicholas Blvd. Ten 
offices in the basement of the building, 
including a record center for Andy Gran- 
atelli's STP automotive supply, suffered 
$200,000 damage. 


DONALD VELLER, 189 Basswood Ct., 


suffered the worst residential damage 
when the lower-living section of his home 
completely filled to the rafters. Twenty 
other residences in the same WiWwood 
Road and Shadywood Lant area required 
pumping by Elk Grove Village fire- 
trucks. 


Maryanne Lindahl, 690 A Versailles 


Dr., said about 9 p.m. Friday she 
spotted a tornado funnel cloud "dancing 
over the Suburban National Bank" in the 
Devon Avenue shopping center.

It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the' 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on

single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 
ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 


IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 


apartment buildings escaped without 
some impact from the rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy rains or flooding in this 
area. Most common was basement flood- 
ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 
Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water 'they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Weather Bureau figures 


do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 
and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs, where 
up to 7 inches fell. 
* 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 


Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca- 
/tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 
it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water. 


In Des Plaines, the storm caused base- 


ment flooding in several areas, especial- 
ly the south side. 


Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 
day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points.

Residents of 
several buildings in the complex in Rolling Mead- 
ows were evacuated because of the rising waters. 


Garage Fills At Meadows Complex

At noon Saturday, the dark waters of 


Salt Creek ran past the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
cost some of them thousands of dollars. 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek. 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronado 


down there," sighed Joseph Englander. 


Park District 
Inks Watershed 
Agreement 


The Elk Grove Park District officially 


signed the Upper Salt Creek Watershed 
Agreement at its regular meeting Thurs- 
day evening. 


The agreement was signed by Ed Hau- 


ser, president of the park board, and 
Lewis Smith, secretary of the board. The 
board had passed a resolution in July, 
1971. agreeing to sign. 


THE AGREEMENT is a multi-million 


dollar plan for federal state and local 
agencies to construct flood controls and 
water recreation sites along the Salt 
Creek. 


Four local signatures still have not 


b e e n obtained, Schaumburg village 
Schaumburg Park District, Palatine vil- 
lage and the Salt Cre«k Park District. 
These agencies have passed resolutions 
to sign the agreement. After the local 
signatures are obtained, the agreement 
will be sent to Washington, D.C., for fed- 
eral approval. 


In other action at the park district 


meeting, the board: 


—Heard a report from Jack Claes, su- 


perintendent of parks, on paving parking 
lots at Disney Pool and Lions Commu- 
nity Center. 


—Approved a request from the Elk 


Grove Village Jaycees, subject to ap- 
proval from the park administration, to 
use part of Lions Park for a "Fall Fest" 
on Oct. 7 and 8. 


—Received a report from Claes on the 


sewer construction at Disney Park. The" 
sewer was installed in three days. A bill 
had not been received yet from the con- 
struction company on the total cost of 
the work.

The agenda calls for a presentation on 


policy and goals from the policy com- 
mittee and a discussion of the architect's 
report on Dempster and Grove junior 
high schools. 


"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife'slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an imagina- 
ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars 
out ... 
there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 


derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander. 


At dawn, the intense odor of gasoline 


from the basement pervaded the first 
floor corridors of the apartment building. 
The halls were pitch black. Electrical 
power was cut for safety precautions at 2 
a.m. 


Persons living on the first floor were 


gone — evacuated by civil defense units 
in the early morning when it looked as if 
the waters might invade the apartment 
units. 


Many were given overnight housing by 


neighbors, ome were taken to a nearby 
motel until there were no more available 


rooms. The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit. 


Dick Murphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car ... 
it took 


eight of us to push it out. . .1 didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 
alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done. 


No negotiations meetings between the 


High School Dist. 211 Board of Education 
and the district's teachers were held 
over the weekend, although spokesmen 
for both sides say they are willing to 
meet. 


In addition, no one on either side was 


certain Sunday whether a meeting will 
be held today, although Supt. Richard 
Kolzesaid it was "under consideration." 


The board and Dist. 211 Education As- 


sociation have been deadlocked in talks 
on the 1972-73 teachers contract for about 
five months. Last week 235 of the dis- 
trict's 380 association members voted to 
support their association in the dispute 
with the board. 


The main issue separating the two 


sides is the question of whether working 
conditions like class size and teacher 
evaluation should be included in the new 
contract. 


THE TEACHERS want guarantees on 


working conditions in the contract, but 
the board has offered to form com- 
mittees to study the problems instead. In 
addition, the two sides have reached no 
agreement on 1972-73 salaries. 


As best it could be reconstructed Sun- 


day, the following events surrounded, at- 
tempts to hold a negotiations meeting 
over the weekend: 


On Thursday, Doug Verdonck, presi- 


dent of the Education Association, re- 
ported at a regular school board meeting 
that the teachers had supported the asso- 
ciation position on the contract. He asked 
for a meeting between the board and as- 
sociation negotiations' teams for Friday. 


Following a closed session that lasted 


more than two hours, the board directed 
Supt. Kolze to arrange a negotiations 
meeting for Saturday afternoon. 


However, both Kolze and Verdonck 


agree that the board wanted Saturday's 
meeting to be closed to the public, teach- 
ers and press. Past negotiations meet- 
ings have been open, although the law 
allows them to be closed. 


Verdonck said the association refused 


to meet behind closed doors and instead

Robert Seger, head of the board's ne- 


gotiation team, said he had been hoping 
for a meeting Saturday afternoon and 
scoffed at the idea of the certified let- 
ters. 


"They say the're going to send a certi- 


fied letter asking for a meeting Monday 
and we don't get mail until Monday," he 
said. 


Seger added, "I'm available for meet- 


ings and I've kept my calendar open. 
Apparently the teachers would rather put 
out news releases than come to us." 


The two sides have not had a negotia- 


tions meeting since Aug. 14. Students are 
scheduled to return to school this morn- 
ing and the teachers have said they will 
also return to work even though they 
have no contract.

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm

Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim 
Road were both reported flooded yester- 
day by Rosemont police. 


In Park Ridge, police reported that a 


funnel cloud picked up a squad car Fri- 
day night, moved it a few feet and then 
set the car down with no injury to its 
police officer driver.-High winds, possi- 
bly the same funnel cloud, did heavy 
damage to the Marriott Motor Hotel, 8535 
W. Higgins, Chicago. 


Police said flooding had ended yester- 


day in Park Ridge but city crews with 
the help of National Guard units were- 
busy cleaning up large numbers of trees 
that had blown down on that city's 
streets. 


Flowing water caused inconvenience 


for residents of Schaumburg Township, 
but the effects were not longlasting and 
the damage appeared slight. 


During the torrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections 
were 


closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas. 


The intersection of Roselle and Hig- 


gins Road was closed off during the night 
because of high water and large pools of 
standing water on Higgins and Schaum- 
burg roads caused cars to become dis- 
abled. Residents had some complaints, 
too. 


Paul Grandi, who lives on Wakefield 


Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one 'rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


"This mess is going to take the rest of 


the summer to clean up," Grandi said. 


In other areas, much of the water was 


confined to open fields. Campanelli field 
was a lake, but as one resident said, 
"better in the field than jn my house." 


ELECTRICAL SERVICE was seriously 


interrupted throughout the suburbs, with 
some 40,000 homes out in all, and more 
than 5,000 in the Northwest suburbs. Des 
Plaines and Park Ridge were the hard- 
est hit, but in each town some service 
was out, including numerous cases where 
the power line connecting to the house 
was down. Major service has been re- 
stored, 
but as of yesterday, Com- 


monwealth Edison crews were still work- 
ing on individual problems. 


There were minor problems with tele- 


phone service in the Northwest area,

Mount Prospect Digs Out 


Many Mount Prospect residents spent 


the weekend digging mud out of their 
basements. 


The mud was deposited by what Public 


Works Director David Creamer de- 
scribed as "a river of water" that ran 
across most of the village after about 
four inches of rain fell in a few hours 
Friday night 


In many places the water, sweeping 


across the natural land contours, had 
built up sufficient force to smash in base- 
ment windows. Creamer said he had 
seen one house on North Main Street 
where the force of the water had pushed 
in a door 


Most of Creamer's men spent Saturday 


pumping out basements in areas where 
land or whede the storm sewers were no 
longer surcharged. Creamer said there 
were still several aras Saturday where 
his men could not pump because the wa- 
ter would come right back in again. 


Marijuana Hearing 
Continued To Sept. 19 


A hearing was continued Tuesday until 


Sept. 19 in Niles branch of Cook County 
Circuit Court for Joaquin Baldazo of 
Hanover Park on charges of selling 
marijuana. 


Baldazo was arrested July 28 by agents 


of the Metropolitan Enforcement Group, 
an area taw enforcement agency, after 
he allegedly sold agents seven pounds of 
the drug for $1,290. 


The MEG agents were working on in- 


formation from the Elk Grove Village 
Police at the time of the arrest. 


He called it the worst rainstorm he had 


seen in the area. He based this on the 
fact that the damage was equivalent to 
damage done in the past, however, sev- 
eral improvements had been made in the 
meanwhile This includes state work on 
widening Weller Creek, village construc- 
tion of the West Park retention basin and 
the swail and storm sewer connection 
recently put in the Lincoln and Meier 
roads area. 


"Even though we've done the improve- 


ments in some of these areas, we still got 
clobbered," Creamer said. "We've re- 
ceived complaints of water in homes 
from a lot of people who haven't flooded 
in 17 years." 


Creamer talked over the situation dur- 


ing a brief tour of the flood-damaged 
areas Saturday morning. In most places 
the water had already receded — leaving 
the mud problem behind Almost all 
streets were free of water, even though 
several had been impassable the night 
before 


Water could still be seen standing in 


the Mount Prospect Golf Course area 


and in other small spots. It could still be 
seen running across the open ground on 
Audrey Lane, where the driveway be- 
tween 220 and 218 Audrey had been par- 
tially torn up by the water's passage. 


At the West Park Basin, where waters 


reached almost to the top of the basin 
during the height of the storm, a row of 
sandbags lay across the north end. The 
dam had been hastily erected Friday 
night by residents of the area, civil de- 
fense people and public works men. 


Creamer said that Weller Creek did 


overflow in the area of the See-Gwun 
bridge. He said sewers were forced up 
by the excess water in the Highland Ave- 
nue area and the intersections of Busse 
and Golf roads and Central Road and 
Northwest Highway were 
completely 


flooded during the storm. 


Along the eastern part of Weller Creek 


where the creek has been widened, Crea- 
mer said, the sod laid by the state on the 
banks had either been washed away or 
shifted. There were also reports of some 
sanitary sewers backing up in the 
recently annexed New Town area.

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New High School 
Boundaries Plan 
Will Be Presented 


Alternate plans for attendance bound- 


aries for Buffalo Grove High School will 
be presented today to the High School 
Dist. 214 board of education. 


The board will hold a regular public 


meeting at 8 p.m. in the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect. 


The alternate proposals for boundary 


changes to accommodate the new school 
will be presented by the district's admin- 
istrators. A committee made up of three 
administrators and residents of Wheel- 
ing, Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights 
has been working on the boundary plans. 


Buffalo Grove High School is now un- 


der construction at Dundee and Arlington 
Heights roads in Buffalo Grove. It is ex- 
pected the school will draw students 
from Wheeling and Hersey high schools 
when it opens in Sept. 1973. 


LAST MONTH the board began prelim- 


inary consideration of the question of 
boundaries by adopting five priorities it 
will consider in setting the lines. 


The priorities are: 
—Balance high school enrollments to 


achieve optimum enrollments in as many 
schools as possible for both the present 
and future. 


—Hold student busing to a minimum 


by attempting to avoid busing of students 
who live within Hi miles of a school. 


—Cause minimum of disruption in pre- 


sent and future attendance boundaries by 
obtaining a degree of permanence and 
the least amount of foreseeable change. 


—Avoid fragmentation of junior high 


school groups by attempting to send 
graduates of the same junior high school 
to the same high school whenever pos- 
sible. 


—Retain neighborhood identity by 


drawing boundaries along major thor- 
oughfares and uninhabited areas. 


The Dist. 214 board became involved in 


a long dispute with residents of southern 
Arlington Heights in 1970 when it was 
setting boundaries for Rolling Meadows 
High School. Board members have in- 
dicated they will hold public hearings on 
the proposed boundary changes for Buf- 
falo Grove in hopes of avoiding a major 
controversy. 


Flood, Rains That Hit Here 
Called Worst In Years 


Floodwaters subsided in most of Buf- 


falo Grove and Wheeling over the week- 
end after heavy rains Friday gave resi- 
dents their second major flood of the 
summer, and the worst in several years. 


Although there are no official measure- 


ments of the amount of rain which 
drenched Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, 
moat estimates range lower than the five 
to seven inches which inundated many of 
the northern and western Chicago sub- 
urbs. 


Most of the flooding occurred along 


Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, with White Pines Ditch in 
Buffalo Grove also flowing over its 
banks. 


The retention ponds in Heritage Park 


along Wolf Road were full by 4 a.m. Sat- 
urday, and the water began racing to- 
ward homes in the area of Wolf and 
Highland roads. Some residents with 
their own wells were forced to shut off 
pumps to prevent contamination of the 
water supply. 


Several roads were flooded in both vil- 


lages. Buffalo Grove police said the in- 
tersection of Arlington Heights Road and 
Dundee Road was closed because of high.

water, and Wolf Road in Wheeling was 
blocked off to prevent passing cars from 
washing more floodwater into homes 
along the road. 


Floodwaters subsided fairly rapidly in 


Buffalo Grove, but Mary Lu Drive was 
still under water Saturday. The area of 
Beechwood Court also had heavy flood- 
ing during the storm. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS in both vil- 


lages reported few calls, and there were 
no fires attributed to lightning. Buffalo 
Grove firemen did answer one call of 
lightning striking a house, but it caused 
no fire damage. 


In a few places, homes which usually 


escape flooding were getting water in 
basements. Many residents said there 
was more water in the basements this 
time than when rain flooded the villages 
late last June. 


Motorists were stalled because of high 


water, in streets throughout the area, and 
several autos were abandoned until the 
water subsided. 


Valley Stream Drive had an estimated 


22 inches of water standing in the street, 
and several cars stalled there. 


Public works and Civil Defense person- 


nel spent the night and early morning 
doing what they could to assist flooded 
residents. One fireman said almost every 
street was impassable in Wheeling for at 
least a short time. 


Buckets and pumps were used by 


many homeowners to keep the water lev- 
el from rising in basement rooms. Many 
homes had muddy pools where sunken 
garages had been, and backyards be- 
came ponds within hours.

Board To Eye 
Fire Station 


Plans for a new fire station in Buffalo 


Grove will be discussed during the work- 
shop portion of the village board meeting 
tonight. 


Fire Chief Wayne Winter will explain 


progress on negotiations for land at a 
site near Dundee Road and Bradley 
Road.'Winter also plans to discuss the 
Paramedic program, which will link the 
department's rescue squad with the 
Northwest Community Hospital radio 
network. 


Also scheduled for the workshop is a 


review of an engineer's study of water 
system improvement financing. 


During the regular board meeting, 


trustees will consider a recommendation 
by Village Mgr. Dan Larson that the tax 
levy ordinance for 1972 be set at $406,970. 
Last year the equalized assessed valu- 
ation was $.586 per $100 of equalized as- 
sessed valuation. Larson's proposal is es- 
timated to raise that levy to $.609. The 
new figure will be part of the tax bills 
received next year. 


LARSON HAS also recommended that 


the tax levy for streets and bridges be 
raised to 10 cents per $100 equalized as- 
sessed valuation. 


The board was to consider both mat- 


ters at earlier meetings, but postponed 
discussion until Larson could be present 
to answer questions. 


A recommendation by the zoning board 


of appeals that five signs at Cambridge- 
on-the-Lake be taken down will also be 
considered by the board. There are pre- 
sently nine signs along Dundee Road in 
front of the development. The zoning 
board recommended that the largest sign 
be allowed until April, 1974. Three other 
smaller signs would also be allowed, un- 
der the recommendation. 


Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did 'the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on 
single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 


ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 


IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 


apartment buildings escaped without 
some impact from the rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy rains or flooding in this 
.area. Most common was basement flood- 
ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 
Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Weather Bureau figures 


do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
• than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 


and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs', where 
up to 7 inches fell. 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca- 
tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 
it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water. 


In Des Plaines, the storm caused base- 


ment flooding in several areas, especial- 
ly the south side. 


Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 
day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points. 


GUESTS AT the Imperial 400 Motel, 


Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim 
Road were both reported flooded yester- 
day by Rosemont police. 


In Park Ridge, police reported that a 


funnel cloud picked up a squad car Fri-

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Parks OK $25,000 Warrants 


The Wheeling Park District has ap- 


proved $25,000 in tax anticipation war- 
rants to cover bills and payroll expenses 
until the second instalment of its tax 
payments arrives next month. 


The park district had just paid off 


$50,000 in tax warrants when it was dis- 
covered that because of an accounting 
error the district did not have enough 
money to cover its August expenses. 


The tax anticipation 
warrants will 


function like a short-term loan granted 
with the knowledge that tax money will 
soon be available. The warrants were ap- 
proved Thursday night at a continued 
meeting of the park board. 


IN OTHER business, the board ap- 


proved a $297,984.95 tax levy for the com- 
ing year. The levy will constitute a sub- 
s t a n t i a 1 portion of the district's 
$368,984.95 budget. Money raised through 
park programs will provide $71,000 of the 
district's operating expenses. 


The park board also approved con- 


struction of a patio at the indoor Nep- 
tune's Pool. Materials and labor for the 
project will be donated by Wheeling busi- 
nessmen. 
Semmerling Manufacturing 


Corp. win donate fencing, Meyer Mate- 
rial Co. will contribute cement and 
Franklin Tonn will donate his services in 


finishing the cement work. 


The 30-by-40-foot patio is estimated to 


cost $1,000. Park district workers will 
provide a substantial amount of the labor 
needed to construct the patio. 


The park board also reviewed plans for 


a rose garden to be planted in Chamber 
of Commerce Park this spring. Ferd 
Arndt, former superintendent of parks, 
has laid out plans for the garden, which 
will be financed with funds raised by stu- 
dents at Jack London Junior High 
School. Cost of the project is estimated 
at $1,000. 


The park commissioners also granted 


the village permission to build a road 
through Husky Park to allow village) 
workers to service a pumping station. 
The village had been having difficulty 
reaching the pumping station during 
muddy and snowy weather. The road will 
make it easier for village trucks to trav- 
el through the park.

Garage Fills At Meadows Complex 


by DOUG RAY 


At noon Saturday, the dark waters of 


Salt Creek ran past the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
cost some of them thousands of dollars. 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek. 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronado 


down there," sighed Joseph Englander. 
"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an imagina- 
ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars 
out ... 
there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 
derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander. 


At dawn, the intense odor of gasoline 


from the basement pervaded the first 
floor corridors of the apartment building. 
The halls were pitch black. Electrical 
power was cut for safety precautions at 2 
a.m. 


Persons living on the first floor were 


gone — evacuated by civil defense units 
in the early morning when it looked as if 
the waters might invade the apartment 
units, 


, Many were given overnight housing by 
neighbors, ome were taken to a nearby 
motel until there were no more available 
rooms. The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit. 


Dick Murphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car ... 
it took 


eight of us to push it out. . .1 didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 
alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done.

dafnight, moved it a few feet and then 
set the car down with no injury' to its 
police officer driver. High winds, possi- 
bly the same funnel cloud, did heavy 
damage to the Marriott Motor Hotel, 8535 
W. Miggins, Chicago. 


Police said flooding had ended yester- 


day in Park Ridge but city crews with 
the help of National Guard units were 
busy cleaning up large numbers of trees 
that had blown down on that city's 
streets. 


Flowing water caused inconvenience 


for residents of Schaumburg Township, 
but the effects were not longlasting and 
the damage appeared slight. 


During the torrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections were 
closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas. 


The intersection of Roselle and Hig- 


gins Road was closed off during the night 
because of high water and large pools of 
standing water on Higgins and Schaum- 
burg roads caused cars to become dis- 
abled. Residents had some complaints, 
too, 


Paul Grandi, who lives on Wakefield 


Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there, was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


"This mess is going to take the rest of 


the summer to clean up," Grandi said. 


In other areas, much of the water was 


confined to open fields. Campanelli field 
was a lake, but as one resident said, 
"better in the field than in my house." 


ELECTRICAL SERVICE was seriously 


interrupted throughout the suburbs, with 
some 40,000 homes out in all, and more 
than 5,000 in the Northwest suburbs. Des 
Plaines and Park Ridge were the hard- 
est hit, but in each town some service 
was out, including numerous cases where 
the power line connecting to the house 
was down. Major service has been re- 
stored, but as 
of yesterday, Com- 


monwealth Edison crews were still work- 
ing on individual problems. 


There were minor problems with tele- 


phone service in the Northwest area, 
nothing to compare to the combined 
38,000 home phones out in Naperville 
and Lombard. 


The serw»- of the big Friday rain 
-ii a combuM»»-> « several factors. 


The volume of the rain, triggered by an 
extreme low pressure area creeping over 
the area, was the prime element. But it 
was all the worse because of the abnor- 
mally wet summer which has kept the 
area literally waterlogged. The ground 
could not absorb much runoff, and the 
main channels of water — the Des 
Plaines River, Salt Creek, the DuPage 
River and all the lesser creeks and 
streams — already were high, and sim- 
ply couldn't take any more. 


It raises the graver question: what if 


more heavy rain should come?.

Alternate plans for attendance bound- 


aries for Buffalo Grove High School will 
be presented today to the High School 
Dist. 214 board of education. 


The board will hold a regular public 


meeting at 8 p.m. in the administration 
building, 799 W. Kensington Rd., Mount 
Prospect. 


The alternate proposals for boundary 


changes to accommodate the new school 
will be presented by the district's admin- 
istrators. A committee made up of three 
administrators and residents of Wheel- 
ing, Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights 
has been working on the boundary plans. 


Buffalo Grove High School is now un- 


der construction at Dundee and Arlington 
Heights roads in Buffalo Grove. It is ex- 
pected the school will draw students 
from Wheeling and Hersey high schools 
when it opens in Sept. 1973. 


LAST MONTH the board began prelim- 


inary consideration of the question of 
boundaries by adopting five priorities it 
will consider in setting the lines. 


The priorities are: 
—Balance high school enrollments to 


achieve optimum enrollments in as many 
schools as possible for both the present 
and future. 


—Hold student busing to a minimum 


by attempting to avoid busing of students 
who live within 1% miles of a school. 


—Cause minimum of disruption in pre- 


sent and future attendance boundaries by 
obtaining a degree of permanence and 
the least amount of foreseeable change. 


—Avoid fragmentation of junior high 


school groups by attempting to send 
graduates of the same junior high school 
to the same high school whenever pos- 
sible. 


—Retain neighborhood identity by 


drawing boundaries along major thor- 
oughfares and uninhabited areas. 


The Dist. 214 board became involved in 


a long dispute with residents of southern 
Arlington Heights in 1970 when it was 
setting boundaries for Rolling Meadows 
High School. Board members have in- 
dicated they will hold public hearings on 
the proposed boundary changes for Buf- 
falo Grove in hopes of avoiding a major 
controversy. 


Flood, Rains That Hit Here 
Called Worst In Year* 


Floodwaters subsided in most of Buf- 


falo Grove and Wheeling over the week- 
end after heavy rains Friday gave resi- 
dents their second major flood of the 
summer, and the worst in several years. 


Although there are no official measure-

Valley Stream Drive had an estimated 


22 inches of water standing in the street, 
and several cars stalled there. 


Public works and Civil Defense person- 


nel spent the night and early morning 
doing what they could to assist flooded 
residents. One fireman said almost every 
street was impassable in Wheeling for at 
least a short time. 


Buckets and pumps were used by 


many homeowners to keep the water lev- 
el from rising in basement rooms. Many 
homes had muddy pools where sunken 
garages had been, and backyards be- 
came ponds within hours. 


$606,000 Tax 


Levy Expected 


The Wheeling Village Board is ex- 


pected to pass a $606,000 tax levy tonight 
at its regular meeting. 


The levy, which will partially deter- 


mine the taxes Wheeling residents pay 
next year, is 9 per cent higher than last 
year's levy. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt explained 


that this will not necessarily mean 
Wheeling's village taxes will be higher 
than last year's. He said that because he 
expects the assessed valuation of the vil- 
lage to be 7 to 10 per cent higher than 
last year the amount of money paid by 
individual residents would increase only 
slightly, if at all. 


In any event, Passolt said, the increase 


would be well below the presidential 
guidelines of 5.5 per cent. 


THE TAX levy must be-filed with the 


county clerk by the second week in Sep- 
tember to be valid for tax payments due 
in May. 


The village board will also consider a 


"cat-and-dog" ordinance which is de- 
signed to regulate the control of animals. 
The proposed ordinance will make tt 
mandatory for cats and dogs to be on 
leashes while out in public. 


The ordinance was proposed because 


of the number of animals running loose 
in Wheeling. Many village residents have 
complained that cats have been dirtying 
their children's sandboxes.

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on 
single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in. 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 


ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 
- IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 
apartment buildings escaped without 
some impact from the rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy rains or flooding in this 
area. Most common was basement flood- 
ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 
Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Weather Bureau figures 


do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 


and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs, where 
up to 7 inches fell. 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca- 
tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 
it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water.

High School Dlst. 211 Board of Education 
and the district's teachers were held 
over the weekend, although spokesmen 
(or both sides say they are willing to 
meet.

Residents of North View are expected 


to come out ahead, if only temporarily.

Edward T. Burley, have threatened to 
take the village to court if the trustees' 
decision goes against them. 


Two trustees, Shirley A. Munson and 


Wendell E. Jones, are known to be 
against the rezoning petition, which, if 
granted, would allow construction of IB 
condominium units at the Northeast cor- 
ner of Northwest Highway and Benton 
Street. 


Burley needs the approval of all five 


remaining members of the village board, 
of two-thirds majority, because the plan 
commission recommended denial of the 
petition. 


IT IS CONSIDERED unlikely that the 


plans will be approved. 


The trustees have rejected two earlier 


petitions for rezoning of the Burley prop- 
erty, one for commercial development 
and 
the other for 24 units of con- 


dominiums. 


The residents of the North View subdivi- 


sion want the property to be developed 
as it is currently zoned, single-family 
residential district. 


Burley, however, has indicated that 


such development would not be econom- 
ically feasible. His attorney said Burley 
would seek rezoning for commercial use 
of the property if he takes the matter to 
court.

Area School District 
Signups Nearing 400 


New student registrations in Palatine- 


Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 are nearing 
400. 


How many of the students represent 


actual growth and how many represent 
replacement 
of 
students 
who have 


moved out of the district is not known 
yet. These figures will not be available 
until Sept. 13 when sixth day enrollment 
is taken. 


District officials are anticipating a 


growth in enrollment this year of ap- 
proximately 400 students. About half of 
the new students are expected to be en- 
rolled this summer and the other half 
sometime during the school year. 


The last enrollment figure in the dis- 


trict was made in May and showed a 
total enrollment of 12,367 including the 
special education students. If the projec- 
tions for this year are accurate, enroll- 
ment should reach nearly 12,800 students. 


The anticipated enrollment increase is 


lighter than past years and reflects a 
slowdown in development within the dis- 
trict, according to Paul Jung, director of 
personnel and information services. 


SUMMER ENROLLMENT was con- 


ducted at the E. S. Castor Administration 
Building until last week. The number of 
new students registered at the adminis- 
tration building was 322, and Jung said 
nearly SO additional students were regis- 
tered last week in individual schools. 


The number of families registering stu- 


dents during the summer was 196 for an 
average of 1.67 elementary children in 


each family. Twenty-eight of the families 
live in apartments within the district. 


Of the 322 students were transfer stu- 


dents from another state, one was a 
transfer from a public school within the 
district, 127 were transfer students from 
another district within the state, 34 were 
transfer students from a nonpublic school 
in the district, 12 were transfer students 
from nonpublic schools outside the state 
and 56 were kindergarten students. 


The number of students transferring 


from nonpublic schools is b'ghter than in 
the past when the number has been over 
100 students. Most of the students from 
nonpublic schools transfer into seventh 
grade. 


A breakdown of the enrollment by 


school buildings shows no real pattern. 
Some of the schools in the established 
parts of the district like Gray M. San- 
born, Stuart R. Paddock and Winston 
Churchill, Schools are receiving a rela- 
tively high number of new student regis- 
tration?. Jung said these registrations 
probably represent turn ,over. Other 
schools like Lincoln School with 37 new 
registrations and Hunting Ridge School 
with 20 new registrations probably repre- 
sent new students, according to Jung. 


New registrations by grades vary from 


a low of 21 in the third grade to a high of 
56 in kindergarten and 46 to first grade. 


Jung said the district is not expecting 


to have to make any boundary changes 
as a result of the new student registra- 
tion.

Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 
day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points. 


GUESTS AT the Imperial 400 Motel, 


Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also i evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim 
Road were both reported flooded yester- 
day by Rosemont police. 


In Park Ridge, police reported that a 


funnel cloud picked up a squad car Fri- 
day night, moved it a few feet and then 
set the car down with no injury to its 
police officer driver. High winds, possi- 


• bly the same funnel cloud, did heavy 


damage to'the Marriott Motor Hotel, 8535 
W. Higgins, Chicago. 


Police said 'flooding had ended yester- 


day in Park Ridge but city crews with 
the help of National Guard units were 
busy cleaning up large numbers of trees 
that had blown down on that city's 
streets. 


Flowing water caused inconvenience 


for residents of Schaumburg Township, 
but the effects were not longlasting and 
the damage appeared slight. 


During the torrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections 
were 


closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas. 


The intersection of Roselle and Hig- 


gins Road was closed off during the night 
because of high, water and large pools of 
standing water on Higgins and Schaum- 
burg roads caused cars to become dis- 
abled. Residents had some complaints, 
too.\Paul Grandi, who lives on Wakefield 
Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


"This mess is going to take the rest of 


the summer to clean up," Grandi said. 


In other areas, much of the water was 


confined to open fields. Campanelli field 
was a lake, but as one resident said, 
"better in the field than in my house." 


ELECTRICAL SERVICE was seriously 


interrupted throughout the suburbs, with 
some 40,000 homes out in all, and more 
than 5,060 in the Northwest suburbs. Des 
Plaines and Park Ridge were the hard- 


est hit, but in each town some service 
was out, including numerous cases where 
the power line connecting to the house 
was down. Major service has been re- 
stored, 
but 
as 
of yesterday, Com- 


monwealth Edison crews were still work- 
ing on individual problems. 


There were minor problems with tele- 


phone service in the Northwest area, 
nothing to compare to the combined 
38,000 home phones out in Naperville 
and Lombard. 


The severity of the big Friday rain 


was a combination of several factors. 


The volume of the rain, triggered by an 
extreme low pressure area creeping over 
the area, was the prime element. But it 
was all the worse because of the abnor- 
mally wet summer which has kept the 
area literally waterlogged. The ground 
could not absorb much runoff, and the 
main channels of water — the Des 
Plaines River, Salt Creek, the DuPage 
River and aU the lesser creeks and 
streams — already were high, and sim- 
ply couldn't take any more. 


It raises the graver question: what if 


more heavy rain should come? 


Concert-Goers May Pay 


Area concertgoers may have to pay for 


what they hear at the Palatine Village 
Band's winter concerts this year, but ths 
'band is hopeful of maintaining its full 
concert schedule in spite of financial cut- 
backs. 


Band treasurer Glenn B. Stephenson 


said the band will have to make other 
financial allowances to combat "the first 
real crisis" to hit the band. 


The band can count on only $1,000 next 


.year toward its $3,400 budget. In pre- 
vious years, the village board has appro- 
priated $1,800 to the band, but withdrew 
its donation last year in an effort to cut 
back the municipal budget. 


Stephenson said the band hopes to 


raise some $600 by charging admission to 
its three indoor winter concerts. Tickets 


could not be sold for the weekly summer 
concert series because these concerts are 
held outdoors. 


CHARGING ADMISSION is 
"some- 


thing that's being forced on us," Step- 
henson said. "We prefer to give free con- 
certs, but it's coming down to the point 
where we'll have to begin charging." 


The band also hopes to obtain funds 


from a residual fund operated by the mu- 
sicians' union. The band has applied for 
a grant of $1,000 to $1,500. 


Cutbacks may come in the form of bor- 


rowing sheet music from other area 
bands or schools, Stephenson said. 


The main expense, $1,500 for the band 


directors, cannot be reduced, Stephenson 
said, "in fact, we'd like to raise it if we 
could."

The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit. 


Dick Murphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car ... it took 
eight of us to push it out. . .1 didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 
alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done.

At noon Saturday, the da.-k waters of 


Salt Creek ran post the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
cost some of them thousands of dollars. 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek. 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronado 


down there," sighed Joseph Englander. 
"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an imagina- 
ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars 
out ... 
there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 
derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander. 


At dawn, the intense odor of gasoline 


from the basement pervaded the first 
floor corridors of the apartment building. 
The halls were pitch black. Electrical 
power was cut for safety precautions at 2 
a.m. 


Persons living on the first floor were 


gone — evacuated by civil defense units

The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit. 


Dick Murphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car ... 
it took 


eight of us to push it out. . .1 didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 
alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done. 


Salt Creek 
Real Culprit 
Oi Big Storm 


The rain may have been to blame but 


the real culprit was Salt Creek in Rolling 
Meadows; it was unable to carry off 
what the sky had dumped in torrents. 


Salt Creek's high tide is apparent to- 


day with debris left where the water had 
hit its crest. Several schools still are un- 
der water. 


The playground at Central Road School 


looked like a small lake; the swings and 
other equipment were below the water 
line. 


For the sixth time since Rolling Mead- 


ows High School opened its doors to stu- 
dents, the school has flooded from heavy 
r a i n s . Saturday maintenance crews 
again were on duty bailing buckets of 
water from the locker room floor. 


Other workers were in the basements 


of the school pushing storm and sewer 
water from one room to the next where a 
drain pipe took it away. 


They erected a small dike in part of 


the basement in an attempt to contain 
the waters. Within the dike, the black 
tide was several inches deep. A bullhead 
swam in the murky water. 


Three 
Fountains Apartments were 


most severely hit by Salt Creek's ramp- 
ant flooding as residents were evacuated 
when the water swept into the under- 
ground parking garages. The water rose 
to more than 15 feet, swamping dozens of 
cars. 


Homeowners with recessed driveways 


found water in their garages. Many base- 
ments also were flooded. 


Sunday, Salt Creek was receding with 


water flowing swiftly downstream. 


Rolling Meadows Civil Defense crews 


worked throughout the weekend. They 
began Friday night and provided over- 
night accommodations at city hall to 
those left homeless at Three Fountains. 
The building was evacuated early Satur- 
day morning.

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 
'• 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on 
single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 
ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 


IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 


apartment buildings escaped without 
some impact from the ,rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy 'rains or flooding in this 
area. Most common was basement flood- 
ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 


Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Weather Bureau figures 


'do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 
and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs, where 
up to 7 inches fell. 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk GroVe Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca- 
tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 
it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 
age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water. 


In Des Plaines, the storm caused base- 


ment flooding in several areas, especial- 
ly the south side. 


Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 
day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points. 


GUESTS AT the Imperial 400 Motel, 


Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim 
Road were both reported flooded yester- 
day by Rosemont police. 


In Park Ridge, police reported that a 


funnel cloud picked up a squad car Fri- 
day night, moved it a few feet and then 
set the car down with no injury to its 
police officer driver. High winds, possi- 
bly the same funnel cloud, did heavy 
damage to the Marriott Motor Hotel, 8535- 
W. Higgins, Chicago. 


Police said flooding had ended yester- 


day in Park Ridge but city crews with 


the help of National Guard units were 
busy cleaning up large numbers of trees 
that had blown down on that city's 
streets. 


Flowing water caused inconvenience 


for residents of Schaumburg Township, 
but the effects were not longlasting and 
the damage appeared slight. 


During the torrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections were 
closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas.

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Maintenance Problems Plague Park's Sports Complex 


by KEN KOZAK 


You don't expect to walk into a $900,000 


building and find cigaret butts and candy 
wrappers littering the floor. 


But that's how a visitor to the Rolling 


Meadows Sports Complex is sometimes 
greeted. 


It's one symptom of the park district's 


general maintenance problem at the 
city's main center for youth activities. 


A tour through the nooks and crannies 


of the building on Owl Lane can be a 
study in contrasts between the neat and 
the neglected. 


In the main lobby, for instance, the 


rubber mat-covered concrete floors are 
scrubbed every other day. But down the 
hall in either direction, debris from the 
previous day's activities litters the floor. 


IN THE MEN'S locker room the scene 


is similar, and add muddy rugs and bro- 
ken light fixtures to the list of mainte- 
nance that needs to be done. 


Outside, however, the swimming pool 


are4 has a well-scrubbed, almost spot- 
less look, made1 more attractive by the 
results of an extensive clean-up, fix-up, 
paint-up campaign that the district put 
into the pool area this year. 


Park district officials don't deny that 


they're having a maintenance problem at 
the Sports Complex. But Steve Person, 
superintendent of parks and recreation, 
says they're trying to do something 
about it.. 


The problem, he says, is rooted in the 


fact that the complex is in use anywhere 
from 21 to 24 hours a day, which adds up 
to hundreds of "kid-hours" a week. 
Maintenance is handled by an outside 
firm, which the park, district has con- 
tracted to supply one full-time man and 
one part-time man seven days a week. 


THE DISTRICT is not satisfied with 


the results of that arrangement, Person 


said, and is now advertising for a full- 
time custodian whose responsibility will 
be only for the maintenance of the com- 
plex. 


"We also want to hire three part-time 


workers," Person said. 


Some of the problems can't be handled 


by a custodian, though, because they re- 
quire some renovation. 


The district attacked some of them this 


year, particularly in the locker rooms, 
which were painted and carpeted, where 
drying areas were added and where the 
lockers were rearranged. 


More renovation is in store shortly, 


Person said, and it has already been 
budgeted. 


THE DISTRICT plans to lay carpet or 


skate tile in the area outside the skating 
rink that gets heavy use from skaters. 
The torn up lawn in front of the complex 
is being landscaped now. 


The lawn, Person said, was chewed up 


by adults and kids "who want to take the 
shortest route" from the parking lots, 
and don't use the sidewalks. 


"We've started turning over the soil 


and will be seeding the area later in the 
fall," he said. "We plan to put in bushes 
by the doors to stop the flow of traffic, 


and benches and some kind of decorative 
chain" around the lawn. 


Some of the shabbiness at the complex 


is a reuult of carelessness and vandalism 
on the part of the people who use the 
building. 


Vandalism costs the district about 


$2,000 annually Person says, and the 
prime target is exterior lighting around 
the building and in the parking lots. 


Person feels there isn't much that can 


be done about the problem. He said dur- 
ing the winter when the district hired a 
security agency to patrol during peak 
use hours the problem was as bad as it is 
now. 


Teachers, School Bd. 
Fail To Hold Meeting 


No negotiations meetings between the 


High School Dist. 211 Board of Education 
and the district's teachers were held 
over the weekend, although spokesmen 
for both sides say they are willing to 
meet. 


In addition, no one on either side was 


certain Sunday whether a meeting will 
be held today, although Supt. Richard 
Kolze said it was "under consideration." 


The board and Dist. 211 Education As- 


sociation have been deadlocked in talks 
on the 1972-73 teachers contract for about 
five months. Last week 235 of the dis- 
trict's 380 association members voted to 
support their association in the dispute 
with the board. 


The main issue separating the two 


sides is the question of whether working 
conditions like class size and teacher 
evaluation should be included in the new 
contract. 


THE TEACHERS want guarantees on 


working conditions in the contract, but 
the board has offered to form com- 
mittees to study the problems instead. In 
addition, the two sides have reached no 
agreement on 1972-73 salaries. 


As best it could be reconstructed Sun- 


day, the following events surrounded at- 
tempts to hold a negotiations meeting 
over the weekend: 


On Thursday, Doug Verdonck, presi- 


dent of the Education Association, re- 
ported at a regular school board meeting 
that the teachers had supported the asso- 
ciation position on the contract.

New student registrations in Palatine- 


Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 are near ing

How many of the students represent 


actual growth and how many represent 
replacement 
of students who have 


moved out of the district is not known 
yet. These figures will not be available 
until Sept. 13 when sixth day enrollment 
is taken. 


District officials are anticipating a 


growth in enrollment this year of ap- 
proximately 400 students. About half of 
the new students are expected to be en- 
rolled this summer and the other half 
sometime during the school year. 


The last enrollment figure in the dis- 


trict was made in May and showed a 
total enrollment of 12.367 including the 
special education students. If the projec- 
tions for this year are accurate, enroll- 
ment should reach nearly 12,800 students. 


The anticipated enrollment increase is 


lighter than past years and reflects a 
slowdown in development within the dis- 
trict, according to Paul Jung, director of 
personnel and Information services. 


SUMMER ENROLLMENT was con- 


ducted at the E. S. Castor Administration 
Building until last week. The number of 
new students registered at the adminis- 
tration building was 322, and Jung said 
nearly 50 additional students were regis- 
tered last week in individual schools. 


The number of families registering stu- 


dents during the summer was 196 for an 
average of 1.67 elementary children in 
each family. Twenty-eight of the families 
live in apartments within the district. 


Of the 322 students were transfer stu- 


dents from another state, one was a 
transfer from a public school within the 
district, 127 were transfer students from 
another district within the state, 34 were 
transfer students from a nonpublic school 
in the district, 12 were transfer students 
from nonpublic schools outside the state 
and 56 were kindergarten students. 


The number of students transferring 


from nonpublic schools is lighter than in 
the past when the number has been over 
100 students. Most of the students from 
nonpublic schools transfer into seventh 
grade. 


A breakdown of the enrollment by 


school buildings shows no real pattern. 
Some of the schools in the established 
parts of the district like Gray M. San- 
born, Stuart R. Paddock and Winston 
Churchill Schools are receiving a rela- 
tively high number of new student regis- 
trations. Jung said these registrations 
probably represent turn over. Other 
schools like Lincoln School with 37 new 
registrations and Hunting Ridge School 
with 90 new registrations probably repre- 
sent new students, according to Jung. 


New registrations by grades vary from 


a low of 21 in the third grade to a high of 
5« in kindergarten and 46 in first grade. 


Jung said the district is not expecting 


to have to make any boundary changes 
as a result of the new student registra- 
tion.

scoffed at the idea of the certified let- 
ters. 


"They say the're going to send a certi- 


fied letter asking for a meeting Monday 
and we don't get mail until Monday," he 
said. 


Seger added, "I'm available for meet- 


ings and I've kept my calendar open. 
Apparently the teachers would rather put 
out news releases than come to us." 


The two sides have not had a negotia- 


tions meeting since Aug. 14. Students are 
scheduled to return to school this morn- 
ing and the teachers have said they will 
also return to work even though they 
have no contract.

Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


'"This mess is going to take the rest of

Concert-Goers May Pay 


High School Students Will 
Need Extra 5c For Hot Lunch 


Students in High School Dist. 211 will 


need an extra nickel this year to buy hot 
lunches at school. 


The board of education voted Thursday 


night to increase the student price for a 
"Class A" hot lunch from 45 to SO cents.. 
The increase will cover increased costs 
in preparing the lunches. 


In addition, the board agreed to raise 


lunch prices for adults from 55 cents to 
65 cents. The district receives six cents 
from the federal government for each 
complete "Class A" hot lunch it sells to 
students, but receives no money for - 
lunches sold to adults. 


Also Thursday, the board approved a 


proposal to change the grading system 
used by the district's music departments 
to the standard "A" through "F" sys- 
tem. In the past students in music 
classes have received grades of "I," "I 
plus" and "I minus." 


REPRESENTATIBES FROM the Co- 


nant and Palatine High School music de- 
partments explained 
that the music 


grades will not be used in a student's 
grade point average or class standing. 


However, the music teachers said they 


want to change to the standard letter 
grade system in order to make it more 
meaningful to students. 


Board members had earlier criticized 


a provision in the proposal that provides 
that a student's grade will be lowered if 
he has an unexcused absence from a con- 
cert scheduled after school hours. 


The teachers explained that it was nec- 


essary to enforce attendance at concerts 
for the good of the whole group. How- 
ever, they said they do allow excused ab- 


- - from nnnofirts. 


"We consider an unexcused absence to 


be really irresponsible," David Hans, • 
music teacher from Conant, said. "Our 
idea is not to be tough on the kids, but 
we have to know when they are going to 
be gone." 


BOARD MEMBERS directed that the 


district's policy on absences from music 
concerts be mailed to the parents of each 
student in music classes to assure that 
they understand the situation. 


In other action the board: 
—Approved participation in hiring a 


vocational rehabilitation counselor in co- 
operation with High School Dist. 214 and 
the Northwest Suburban Special Educa- 
tion Service (NSSEO). The counselor will 
work with handicapped children in both 
school districts. 


—Agreed to be administrative district 


for the Harper Area Career Program Co- 
operative. The program will allow stu- 
dents from Dist. 211, 214 and Barrington 
High School Dist. 224 to take classes in 
engineering, health occupations and 'com- 
puter fields at Harper College. 


—Authorized purchase of a lot in the 


Timber Crest subdivision of Schaumburg 
for $8,500. Industrial arts students from 
Schaumburg High School will build a 
house on the property this year and the 
house will later be sold. 


—Heard a report on a proposed park 


improvement referendum from Palatine 
Park Dir. Fred Hall. Hall told the board 
he wanted to inform them of the pro- 
posed referendum, which includes plans 
for an outdoor swimming pool and recre- 
ation building, but did not ask for official 
support. 


Area concertgoers may have to pay for

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 


urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
down. 


It was the water that did the damage, 


and that damage is now estimated well 
up into the millions of dollars. The actual 
dollar figure' is incalculable, because so 
much of it is in what was inflicted on 
single family homes, furnishings and pri- 
vate possessions. It was a disaster in 
those terms, but not the kind that is eas- 
ily measurable in the suffering visited on 
residents in their flooded garages, base- 
ments, living areas and yards. 


IT WAS SO severe that few homes or 


apartment buildings escaped 
without 


some impact from the rain. Literally 
thousands of homes were inundated, 
many that had never before been affect- 
ed by heavy rains or flooding in this 
area. Most common was basement flood- 
ing, up to eight feet deep in some homes. 
Sewers were reported backed up by the 
thousands. 


Hundreds of streets and highways were 


awash during the rain, some so deep in 
water they were impassable during the 
storm, and even into Saturday. 


Official U.S. Wea'ther Bureau figures 


do not tell the magnitude of the storm, 
because the official reporting station — 
Midway Airport — recorded little more 
than an inch of rain during the peak of 
the deluge. 


In the Northwest suburban area, re- 


ports ranged from 3% inches in Hoffman 
Estates to 4 inches in Mount Prospect 
and 5 inches in parts of unincorporated 
Palatine. The rainfall locally seemed to 
be the worst in the southern portions of 
the northwest suburbs, and it clearly was 
the worst in the western suburbs, where 
up to 7 inches fell. 


In this area, south Rolling Meadows, 


south Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 


Park View School 


Village had the worst of the flooding. 


Evacuations had to be undertaken at 


the Three Fountains apartment complex 
on Algonquin Road, with tenants moved 
to the Rolling Meadows City Hall, and 
from the Elk Grove Mobile Home Park, 
with residents moved to several loca: 


tions, including to a motel and Elk Grove 
High School. In south Mount Prospect, at 
Golf and Busse roads, residents pitched 
in to build a sandbag dike around a re- 
tention basin under construction for fear 
it would spill over. 


Those were among the more dramatic 


events, but mostly it was a case of gen- 
eral misery brought on by too much wa- 
ter and nowhere for it to go. 


Wheeling and Buffalo Grove had their 


usual flooding, especially in homes along 
Buffalo Creek and the Wheeling Drain- 


age Ditch, and Wolf Road went under 
water. 


In Des Plaines, the storm caused base- 


ment flooding in several areas, especial- 
ly the south side. 


Mannheim Road motels suffered both 


wind and flooding damage south of the 
city in Rosemont. Mannheim was closed 
south of Touhy Avenue until early yester- 
day because of high water, which had 
risen to two or three feet in depth at 
some points. 


GUESTS AT the Imperial 400 Motel, 


Mannheim at Higgins Road, were re- 
moved by row boat after the storm. The 
O'Hare Inn, Mannheim and Higgins, was 
also evacuated. Parking areas at the 
motels and the viaduct at Higgins and 
the Soo Line tracks east of Mannheim

Pollution Control Plan Behind Schedule I 
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Chicago Magnet Wire Corp is about 


two weeks behind schedule in its plans to 
eliminate pollution at its Elk Grove Vil- 
lage plant because of delays in receiving 
some parts for the pollution control sys- 
tem. 


An agreement in March' among the 


company, the village and the State of Il- 
linois required Magnet Wire to install de- 
vices that would eliminate 95 per cent of 
the odor emitted by the plant at 901 
Chase Ave The agreement was made to 
settle an air pollution suit and counter- 
suit filed last year in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. 


Under the agreement, both suits will 


be continued until Oct. 15 when the com- 
pany is to complete installation of the 
pollution control equipment 


Last week the Elk Grove Village Board 


of Trustees agreed to relax the rules of 
the agreement to allow Magnet Wire to 


give a 30-day instead of a 45-day notice 
in requesting any extension of the dead- 
line that might be needed 


VILLAGE ATTY. Edward Hofert said 


company officials had told him there was 
some trouble in obtaining various parts 
for the system, but by Sept. 15 the firm 
would know whether it would get the 
parts or require an extension. 


The equipment to be installed at a cost 


of more than $250,000 is a direct fire in- 
cinerator, which will burn off the odor- 
producing phenolic compounds 


Chicago Magnet Wire is required to 


submit progress reports to the village 
and attorney general's office every 30 
days giving details on the work being 
done to date. 


In the last two months the company 


reported that a steel platform for the pol- 
lution equipment which is being installed 
on the roof was erected and the stairs 


were to be completed earlier this month. 


EVEN THOUGH the pollution control 


system is nearing completion, no signifi- 
cant masking equipment has been put in 
operation yet, and complaints from the 
village, Mount Prospect and Arlington 
Heights have continued to come in this 
summer 


Elk Grove Village Trustee George 


Spees said at times during the recent 
hot, humid weather, the emissions from 
the plants has made the air almost "un- 
breatheable " 


In April 1971 Elk Grove Village and 


Atty. Gen. William Scott's office filed a 
suit asking the courts to permanently en- 
join the company from polluting the air. 
The company later filed a countersuit 
asking for $2 million in damages and 
charging the Environmental Protection 
Act was unconstitutional. 


Await Wheeling-School Park Decision

The Prospect Heights Park District 


will have to wait for the settlement of a 
dispute between Wheeling and School 
Dist. 23 before it can have Wheeling land 
set aside for park use. 


For more than a year, the Prospect 


Heights Park District has been negotiat- 
ing with Wheeling to have park sites 
placed on the official village map. The 
village, however, has placed a morato- 
rium on designating land for school or 
park use until it reaches some agree- 
ment with Dist. 23. 


The dispute centers on Dist. 23's refus- 


al to grant easements from the Pleasant 
Run apartment development for a reten- 
tion basin and two sewer lines on the 
John Muir School site School board 
members do not want the retention basin 
on school property because they feel it 
would be a danger to children 


The developers of Pleasant Run, how- 


ever, say water currently stands on the 
property and that a retention basin 
would improve the school site. 


WHEELING OFFICIALS have taken 


the position that taxing bodies should 
work together. "We feel that if we do set 
aside public sites, if and when a devel- 
oper wants to run utilities through there, 
they should let them," Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said 


To express their opposition to Dist 23's 


refusal to grant easements, Wheeling of- 
ficials have placed a moratorium on con- 
sideration of all school and park sites 


The Prospect Heights Park District, 


however, has become caught in the 
middle of this dispute. Because the park 
district boundaries extend into the Vil- 
lage of Wheeling, the park district must 


petition Wheeling to set aside land on its 
official village map for park use. 


Once land is placed on the map for 


public use, the taxing body has one year 
to either buy the land or have it con- 
demned for public use. If the taxing body 
takes no action on the land, the owner is 
free to develop it. 


"I THINK THEY are kind of caught in 


the middle, as is everyone," Passolt said 
of the park district. "It's a bad situ- 
ation." 


Ronald Greenberg, superintendent of 


the Prospect Heights Park District, said 
he has never been told why the sites re- 
quested by the park district have not 
been placed on the official map. 


Greenberg appeared at a recent village 


board meeting to protest the rezonmg of 
one of the requested park sites between 
Cornell Avenue and Waterman Lane, 
south of Hintz Road. Because of the mo- 
ratorium, the Wheeling board passed the 
zoning change,which will allow the devel- 
opment of a 300-unit condominium com- 
plex by Meister Neiberg Co., Inc. 


Greenberg said he last spoke to Wheel- 


ing officials about the park sites at a 
Wheeling Plan Commission meeting last 
year. He said at that time the commis- 
sion agreed to recommend passage of the 
sites. 


"WE HAD COMPLETE agreement," 


Greenberg said. "We had no doubt in our 
minds, we had no question in our 
minds " 


Greenberg said he is afraid that fur- 


ther delay in putting the sites on the map 
will mean the park district will lose valu- 
able property 


"If I wait five years, it will be too

Also found in this book 
are, problems closely related to preg- 
nancy and birth, like abortion, genetics, 
and miscarriage.

village for two years now, and we've lost 
out on possible valuable land. If we wait 
another five years we're going to lose it 
all" 


While Greenberg's recent appearance 


at the board meeting was to protest a 
particular piece of land, he said he does 
not care where the parks are located in 
that area. 


"WHETHER IT IS that piece or anoth- 


er piece, I don't really care," he said. 
"What I'm concerned about is that there 
is some piece of land set aside for park 
land in that area." 


Greenberg pointed out that national 


standards say there should be 10 acres of 
land for every thousand people "I pre- 
sently have 8,000 residents. I should have 
80 acres of park land," he said. "We pre- 
sently own 12 acres of land. I am 68 
acres behind the nationally published 
standards." 


"I really cannot imagine, I cannot vis- 


ualize, what the problem is in placing the 
park sites on the official map," Green- 
berg said. 


He added that his park board is getting 


very discouraged about getting the park 
sites. "All they can see of this is that 
we're not going to get these sites from 
the village," he said. "They don't want 
to put them on the map "

More than loo persons from the Elk 


Grove Mobile Home Park, north of Elk 
Grove Village, were homeless and dam- 
age to houses and buildings in the vil- 
lage went into the millions in the after- 
math of Friday nights's storm. 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief and Civil 


Defense Director Allen Hulett called it 
"the worst storm in the village's his- 
tory," dropping seven inches of rain in 
two hours, flooding homes, streets and 
public buildings. No deaths or serious in- 
juries were reported. 


Parts of the village were without sani- 


tary sewage facilities for about 36 hours 
and electric power was out in certain 
sections for 16 hours. The main sanitary 
lift station at Ridge Avenue and Elk 
Grove Boulevard was damaged and 
unable to send raw sewage north to con- 
necting pipes in Mount Prospect for 
treatment. 


Elk Grove Boulevard, closed since Fri- 


day night, was to be reopened sometime 
Sunday. Village police said cars were 
found in drainage ditches or stalled dur- 
ing the heavy rain. 


SCHAUMBURG Civil Defense and Elk 


Grove Village firemen evacuated resi- 
dents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park, 941 Higgins Rd., by boat Satur- 
day. About 25 families were taken to the 
Holiday Inn at Busse and Landmeier 
roads, and another 25 persons were given 
shelter in the Elk Grove High School 
Fieldhouse. 


Hulett said raw sewage was flowing in 


- Salt Creek and Cook County Health De- 


partment officials ordered the trailer 
park closed about 3 p.m. Saturday. Some 
of the families in the 170 trailers in the

Three Fountains Hit By Flood Waters

At noon Saturday, the dark waters of 


Salt Creek ran past the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
cost some of them thousands of dollars. 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek. 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronatlo 


down there." sighed Joseph Englander. 
"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an Imagina- 


ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars 
out ... 
there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 
derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander. 


At dawn, the intense odor of gasoline 


from the basement pervaded the first 
floor corridors of the apartment building. 
The halls were pitch black. Electrical 
power was cut for safety precautions at 2 
a.m. 


Persons living on the first floor were 


gone — evacuated by civil defense units 


in the early morning when it looked as if 
the waters might invade the apartment 
units. 


Many were given overnight housing by 


neighbors, ome were taken to a nearby 
motel until there were no more available 
rooms. The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit. 


Dick Murphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car ... 
it took 


eight of us to push it out. . .1 didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 
alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done.

the damage appeared slight. 


Plan New Mail 
Pickup Points 


The Prospect Heights post office has 


installed two new collection boxes, one in 
the shopping center at Elmhurst Road 
just south of Hintz Road and the other in 
the shopping center on the southeast cor- 
ner of McDonald Road and Wolf Road, 
postmaster William Watson announced 
yesterday. 


Mail will be picked up from the two 


boxes twice a day, once in the early af- 
ternoon and again at 5 p.m. to assure 
next-day delivery to neighboring section- 
al centers and Chicago. There will be 
only one pickup of mail on Sundays and 
holidays, at 9 a.m. 


During the torrent Friday night some 


problem — prone intersections were 
closed with local police manning the 
roadways and warning motorists of dan- 
gerous areas. 


The intersection of Roselle and Hig- 


gins Road was closed off during the night 
because of high water and large pools of 
standing water on Higgins and Schaum- 
burg roads caused cars to become dis- 
abled. Residents had some complaints, 
too. 


Paul Grandi, who lives on Wakefield 


Lane in Schaumburg, said the rushing 
water brought debris and garbage into 
the area. Grandi claimed there was evi- 
dence of rats in the area following the 
storm and one rat was in his back yard 
Saturday morning. 


"This mess is going to take the rest of 


the summer to clean up," Grandi said. 


In other areas, much of the water was 


confined to open fields. Campanelli field 
was a lake, but as one resident said, 
"better in the field than in my house." 


ELECTRICAL SERVICE was seriously 


interrupted throughout the suburbs, with 
some 40,000 homes out in all, and more 
than 5,000 in the Northwest suburbs. Des 


Plaines and Park Ridge were the hard- 
est hit, but in each town some service 
was out, including numerous cases where 
the power line connecting to the house 
was down. Major service has been re- 
stored, 
but 
as 
of yesterday, Com- 


monwealth Edison crews were still work- 
ing on individual problems. 


There were minor problems with tele- 


phone service in the Northwest area, 
nothing to compare to the combined 
38,000 home phones out in Naperville 
and Lombard. 


The severity of the big Friday rain 


was a combination of several factors. 
The volume of the rain, triggered by. an 
extreme low pressure area creeping over 
the area, was the prime element. But it 
was all the worse because of the abnor- 
mally wet summer which has kept the 
area literally waterlogged. The ground 
could not absorb much runoff, and the 
main channels of water — the Des 
Plaines River, Salt Creek, the DuPage 
River and all the lesser creeks and 
streams — already were high, and sim- 
ply couldn't take any more. 


It raises the graver question: what if 


more heavy rain should come?

Storm Plays Havoc With Homes 
Surrey Ridge, North Dunton Hit Hard 


by JAMES VESELY 


For two neighborhoods in Arlington 


Heights, the frustrations of living in this 
village are visible in the dirty water in 
their homes and the ruined goods they 
stack in disarray on their lawns. 


Two sections of town—Surrey Ridge on 


the south and the 1400 block of north 
Dunton — sum up the plight of residents 
who find their houses inundated with 
rushing water and who in anger or resig- 
nation curse the town that is their home. 


In Surrey Ridge West it is an old story. 


The intersection of Harvard and Haven 
is a lake. Children paddle canoes here 
and men and women wade from home to 
home to seek out their neighbors. It is a 
story as old as the subdivision for each 
time it rains these people, many of 
whom placed their entire savings into a 
home in Arlington Heights, find them- 
selves with wet liabilities. 


Peter C. Molitor, who lives near the 


intersection said he has seen this happen 
four times — at least once a year. 


ASK THEM about the village govern- 


ment and they laugh. 


They do not believe anyone will help 


them. They rely on each other on days 
like this when high waters come to their 
block. Molitor said he worked most of 
the night trying to stem the tide of high 
water. He said at one point a utility 
truck came down the street at such high 
speed it caused a wave which rolled into 
the living room of a house across the 
street. Molitor and his neighbors spent 


Saturday cleaning the mud and debris 
from their possessions. They have done 
this before. 


At 1421 North Dunton, Arlington 


.Heights, several miles from where the 
residents of Surrey Ridge stand in water, 
Joe Kontke and his family are cleaning 
up, too. 


A rush of water came down Dunton 


street that night and on its way to the 
creek it went through Joe Kontke's 
house. 


The water filled his basement and 


damaged his furniture on the lower level 
of his split level home. The family and 
neighbors stood in the dirt Saturday 
morning and spoke in anger and frustra- 
tion at the government which runs their 
town. 


Kontke and his neighbor, Al Herda of 


1417 North Dunton, claim their anger is 
justified and evidenced by the water 
damage they suffer, sometimes as much 
as three times a year. 


In Herda's home — one he has only 


occupied for less than a year — the wa- 
ter mark in the basement is six feet 
above the floor. The wood and tile of the 
basement is dirty. 


It is a wet, foul way to spend the night 


and morning and Herda is mad abdut it. 


THE NEIGHBORS got so mad early 


Saturday morning that about 2 a.m. they 
went up to the corner of Thomas and 
Dunton and placed a barricade across 
the street to stop the onrush. They used a 
telephone pole and rocks and chunks of 


concrete and blankets. Early Saturday 
morning they dared the village to come 
and take their barricade down. They 
wanted to tell the engineers, the officials, 
the planners, the elected officials, the de- 
velopers and anyone else about the dam- 


age done to their homes. 


They say it is a frustrating thing own- 


ing a home in this town. They say they 
got a letter once from the village saying 
nothing could be done about flooding. 


They don't believe it. 


Rain Routs Elk's Circus 


For several hundred persons who 


hoped for a simple night of entertain- 
ment at the circus, Friday night's storm 
turned a pleasant outing into an uncom- 
fortable — and dangerous — under- 
taking. 


So severe was the driving rain and ris- 


ing water that persons leaving the circus 
after the abbreviated, 8 p.m. perform- 
ance were confronted with torrents of 
rain and water sometimes knee-high. 


In parts of the parking lot around the 


Elks Club the water was over the wheel 
wells of the vehicles, causing some cars 
to stall. As people tried to walk to their 
cars they had to wade through the rising 
water and be wary of cars trying to 
leave the lot in the half light. 


The circus performance was cut 


short when continued and driving rain 
began to enter the circus tent, making 
the audience and performers uncomfor- 
table and causing the performing ani- 
mals to become skittish. 


Rain began coming down so hard 


serious leaks began opening in the roof 
of the tent. One clown took advantage of 
the waterfall by pretending to take a 
shower. 


The storm outside began to distract the 


audience, and disrupt the circus itself. 
The performing animals were now work- 
ing in deep water in the center ring. By 
the time the elephants came on the ring 
was a slushy pond. They were the only 
performers who didn't seem to mind the 
wet. 


In short order the ringmaster an- 


nounced the circus was over; the rousta- 
bouts were tearing down the seats even 
before he said it. 


The few hundred members of the au- 


dience still in the tent walked out into the 
rain. 


Behind them, the circus was packing 


itself into its trucks and trunks. By 
morning they would be gone.

Garage Fills At Meadows Complex

At noon Saturday, the dark waters of 


Salt Creek ran past the Three Fountains 
Apartment Complex in Rolling Meadows 
carrying downstream the torrential out- 
pouring of the night before. 


Dozens of residents stood along the 


bank watching the murky tide which had 
rost some of them thousands of dollars 
Their cars were submerged in 15 feet of 
water in a basement parking lot near the 
creek 


"I've got a Grand Prix and a Toronado 


down there," sighed Joseph Englander 
"There are a lot more down there too." 


Englander and his wife slept through 


the storm. When they awakened it was 
too late to salvage the cars from the ris- 
ing waters in the basement. 


"I went down there and the water was 


up to here," he said making an imagina- 
ry line designating the water was waist 
h i g h . "We couldn't get the cars 
out . 
. there was nothing we could do." 


Before morning the basement was 


completely flooded with a crest nearly 
reaching the first floor apartments. Wa- 
ters had risen to the top step of the base- 
ment. 


The gushing waters rushed down a 


slight hill Friday night and into the un- 
derground garages. "It looked like a riv- 
er coming down to the building," said 
Mrs. Englander. 


At dawn, the intense odor of gasoline 


from the basement pervaded the first 
floor corridors of the apartment building. 
The halls were pitch black. Electrical 
power was cut for safety precautions at 2 
a.m. 


Persons living on the first floor were 


gone — evacuated by civil defense units 
in the early morning when it looked as if 
the waters might invade the apartment 
units. 


Many were given overnight housing by 


neighbors, ome were taken to a nearby 
motel until there were no more available 
rooms. The remainder, about 40 persons, 
spent the night at Rolling Meadows City 
Hall with members of the civil defense 
unit 


Dick Marphy was one of the lucky ones 


at Three Fountains. "I got down there 
(in the basement) and the water was up 
to the floorboard of my car , 
. it took 


eight of us to push it out. . I didn't 
think we were going to make it," he said. 


His car was parked on high ground 


across the street. Dozens more were 


alongside. More than a foot of water 
stood at spots on the road. 


Although it continued to sprinkle rain, 


the damage already had been done. 


Floods Drive 100 From Trailer Park 


More than 100 persons from the Elk 


Grove Mobile Home Park, north of Elk 
Grove Village, were homeless and dam- 
age to houses and buildings in the vil- 
lage went into the millions in the after- 
math of Friday nights's storm 


Elk Grove Village Fire Chief and Civil 


Defense Director Allen Hulett called it 
"the worst storm in the village's his- 
tory," dropping seven inches of rain in 
two hours, flooding homes, streets and 
public buildings. No deaths or serious in- 
juries were reported. 


Parts of the village were without sani- 


tary sewage facilities for about 36 hours 
and electric power was out in certain 
sections for 16 hours. The main sanitary 
lift station at Ridge Avenue and Elk 
Grove Boulevard was damaged and 
unable to send raw sewage north to con- 
necting pipes in Mount Prospect for 
treatment. 


Elk Grove Boulevard, closed since Fri- 


day night, was to be reopened sometime 
Sunday. Village police said cars were 
found in drainage ditches or stalled dur- 
ing the heavy rain.

SCHAUMBURG Civil Defense and Elk 


Grove Village firemen evacuated resi- 
dents of the Elk Grove Mobile Home 
Park, 941 Higgins Rd., by boat Satur- 
day. About 25/families were taken to the 
Holiday Inn at Busse and Landmeier 
roads, and another 25 persons were given 
shelter in the Elk Grove High School 
Fieldhouse. 


Hulett said raw sewage was flowing in 


Salt Creek and Cook County Health De- 
partment officials ordered the trailer 
park closed about 3 p.m. Saturday. Some 
of the families in the 170 trailers in the 
court chose to stay even though gas and 
electricity had been shut off. Hulett said 
hopefully all families would be back in 
their mobile homes by Tuesday.

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Tivo Of Fender's Students 
Leave Hearing In Tears

Two 12-year-old students of John C. 


Fender, one allegedly beaten by the 
recently fired teacher and the other a 
w i t n e s s to the reported incident, 
emerged sobbing from a closed-door 
school board hearing in the case Friday. 


Attorneys for Fender are attempting to 


prove that the language arts teacher 
uses no more corporal punishment than 
any other teacher in the district, and are 
attempting to have him reinstated by the 
school board. The fifth night of hearings 
is scheduled today. 


"It was scarier than horror movies in 


there," sobbed a girl, allegedly hit sev- 
eral times by Fender. "They kept asking 
me questions then they wouldn't give me 
a chance to answer . . . they wanted me 
to demonstrate how it happened ... I 
just couldn't do it." 


According to the girl, Fender hit her 


"12 or 13 times across the back of the 
head and the face. He held my head up 
by my hair and hit me across the eye 
with something hard on his hand — I 
think it was a ring or something," she 
said. "Even now if I close my left eye, I 
can only see outlines out of my right 
eye." 


"She had several bumps on her head, 


too," the girl's mother said. The family 
charged Fender with battery in a case 
now pending in circuit court. 


Another juvenile witness emerged from 


the hearing room after 40 minutes of tes- 
timony also sobbing. 


Also testifying for the school district 


was a 12-year-old boy. 


"Someone was yodeiing or something 


near me and Mr. Fender came over and 
banged my head against the table then 
hit me several times," he said. 


Testifyidg for Fender was a 13-year-old 


boy who was in Fender's class the day a 
girl was allegedly beaten. 


He said he had seen Fender hit stu- 


dents on two occasions. 


"Mr. Fender is a good teacher — one 


of the best," he said. "He hardly ever 
hits anyone, only the trouble makers. 
And even then he gives the kids about 
200 warnings — he talks, he talks again, 
then he yells and gets pretty aggra- 
vated." 


Also speaking for the defense was Fred 


F. Brown, 17, of Arlington Heights, a for- 
mer student of Fender. 


"He was a very good teacher, he kept 


very good control over the class, and 
made it possible to learn for those who 
wanted to learn, and made it interesting, 
too," Brown said. 


Mrs. Barbara Vincenzo, who has had 


three children in Fender's classes, said 
that he has been "a good teacher for my 
kids." 


Also testifying for Fender were Earl 


Schatz and Arlene Woulf, teachers at 
Miner Junior High School, where Fender 


has taught for the pas£ 10 years. 


"In my opinion Fender is one of the 


best prepared, finest teaching colleagues 
I've met at Miner," Schatz said. "During 
my two years as department head, I was 
impressed by the amount of time Fender 
spent developing teaching materials." 


Schatz also said that Fender bad an 


ability to reach slow learners that other 
teachers couldn't reach 


Arlene Woulf, who has been in the dis- 


trict over 15 years, described an incident 
in which Fender aided her in dealing 
with a student who had "sassed" her. 


"I pursued the student down the hall 


after he yelled something either obscene 
or very lewd into my class. I asked him 
to apologize and say that he would never 
do it again, and he refused," said Mrs. 
Woulf. "We were near Fender's class 
and Mr. Fender came out and grabbed 
the student. The student swore at Fender 
before Fender struck him. 


Mrs. Woulf also testified that her son 


had been in Fender's class and she felt 
"he was a good teacher." 


Over "strenuous and serious" objec- 


tions of school district attorney Ralph 
Miller, the board continued the hearing 
until Monday night. Miller wanted the 
hearing to continue Saturday. 


"In the spirit of fairness, we are will- 


ing to grant a continuance until Monday 
at 7:30 p.m.," said Board President Rob- 
ert Powell. Fender's attorneys have con- 
tinually complained of insufficient time 
to prepare their case. 


Fender Granted 
2nd Continuance 


A second continuance in the trial of 


teacher John D. Fender, charged with 
battery of one of his students, was grant- 
ed Friday by Cook County Associate Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Anthony J. Scotillo. The 
new trial date, Sept. 26, was set for a 
jury trial in Evanston. 


"This will be the final date," said 


Judge Scotillo. Friday's court date also 
had been stamped final by the judge but 
attorneys for Fender said they were not 
aware of that fact. 


The lawyers explained that they were 


not properly prepared for the case as 
witnesses were out of town and research 
on the case had not been completed. 


"We've been working on a school 


board hearing during the past three 
days, and I'm sorry we have not had 
time to prepare for this case," said at- 
torney Edward Jackson. He also apolo- 
gized to the Richard Calverts, the com- 
plainants, for not notifying them about 
their request for a continuance. 


Jackson said he plans to file a motion 


to the effect that the battery charge is 
not a proper complaint.

Suburbs Still Mopping Up After Storm \ nre 


It was one storm too many for the sub- 
urbs. 


Beleaguered all summer by damaging 


storms and excessive rain, residents and 
public works crews are still mopping, 
picking and cleaning up today after the 
worst of them all. 


Friday's downpour not only was the 


worst of the summer, but the worst in 
memory for many communities in the 
sheer volume of water and the damage it 
left behind. 


It was a comparatively mild storm in 


terms of wind destruction, with the high- 
est official recording 30 miles per hour at 
O'Hare field, and some reports of funnel 
clouds but no verification of any touching 
clown.

The ground 
could not absorb much runoff, and the 
main channels of water — the Des 
Plaines River, Salt Creek, the DuPage 
River and all the lesser creeks and 
streams — already were high, and sim- 
ply couldn't take any more.

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Proposal Ready By End Of Year 
Library Addition Plans 
Would Double Floor Area 


Plans for an addition to the Des 


Plaines Public Library that would al- 
most double the present floor space may 
be presented to the city council for ap- 
proval by the end of the year, according 
to Library Board Pres. Paul Batdorf. 
, 


Batdorf said the plans still are in pre- 


liminary stages but added the board has 
decided the new addition would be 18,000 
square feet. The present building at 841 
Graceland Ave. has 19,000 square feet of 
flow space. 


Batdorf said the board looked at sev- 


eral plans for making use of the 18,000 
square feet at Its meeting last Thursday 
but said it would be a couple of weeks 
before a decision is made on architectual 
design of the new addition. 


Librarian William Wiman said the new 


addition would be built north of the pre- 
sent building on land now owned by the 
library. 


"WE WILL attempt through the addi- 


tion of approximately 18,000 square feet, 
t give the library space for the collection 
of books, seating of patrons, the ability 


to display items other than books and 
more staff space," Wiman said. 


Wiman has told the city council's li- 


brary committee Des Plaines library fa- 
cilities and materials are inadequate 
compared to standards set up by a state- 
wide library association for cities the 
size of Des Plaines. 


Wiman said according to the statewide 


guidelines Des Plaines should have a li- 
brary with 39,000 square feet of space 
and about 180 study seats and a staff of 
40.. 


The library with the new addition 


would be 37,000 square feet. It now has a 
staff of 19 with 65 study seats. 


Wiman told the committee he found 


that the city's 90,000 books are about 
120,000 less than the number of volumes 
considered adequate by statewide stan- 
dards. However, Wiman added architects 
have said the present building cannot 
house anymore books because the foun- 
dations of the building cannot support 
any more weight, 


THE LIBRARY board originally asked 


the city for funds in June and proposed a 


possible tax increase to finance the addi- 
tion's construction. 


In July, the city council told the li- 


brary board and the council's library 
committee to come up wth complete 
plans for the new addition before re- 
questing money for the project. 


It is estimated the library expansion 


will cost between $500,000 and $800,000. 


The library has requested a tax in- 


crease from 12 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation to as much as 20 cents per $100 
assessed

DiLeonardi told the council in July that 
under the city's new home rule powers a 
referendum will not be needed to raise 
the tax. 


In the past, the state has limited the 


library to 12 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation and the library has sought to 
raise additional money in voter referen- 
da which has failed twice in recent 
years, most recently in 1969. 


Batdorf said financing of the library

Hanrahan Bids To Halt 'Garnishing9 


Cook County State's Atty. Edward 


Hanrahan announced Friday he has tak- 
en action to stop the garnishment of 
bank accounts by creditors in cases 
where the debtor has been given no no- 
tice or opportunity to defend himself. 


Hanrahan said many individuals who 


sign installment or. loan contracts con- 
taining "confession of judgment" clauses 
first learn a judgment has been entered 
against them when told their bank ac- 
count has been garnished. 


To stop that practice, Hanrahan said 


he delivered a legal opinion to Matthew 
Danaher, clerk of the county Circuit 
Court. The state's attorney said the opin- 
ion includes a recommendation that Dan- 
aher refuse to accept affidavits for non- 
wage garnishments where there has been 
no prior notice to the debtor. 


HANRAHAN SAID he based his opinion 


on recent U.S. Supreme Court decisions 
prohibiting creditors from garnishing 
bank accounts when the debtor has not 
been notified and given an opportunity 
to present defenses to the contentions. 


"This opinion reflects our concern with 


protecting the constitutional rights of all 
citizens regardless of their economic con- 
dition," Hanrahan said. "Due process of 
the law means that no person can be de- 
prived of his property or of his rights 
without prior notice and an opportunity 
for a fair and impartial court hearing at

Mikva, Pals 
Protest Soviet 
Jew Treatment 


U. S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-ffl., and 


more than 30 other members of the U. S.. 
House of Representatives have issued a 
formal protest to the Soviet Union for its 
treatment of Soviet Jews. 


In a letter, delivered to the Soviet Em- 


bassy in Washington, the congressmen 
urged the Soviet government to stop the 
harassment of Soviet Jews who want to 
emigrate to Israel and "allow these 
people and their families to leave the So- 
viet Union in peace." 


The congressmen cited 24 alleged 


cases of harassment involving Soviet 
Jews, ranging from imprisonment to dis- 
connecting their telephones so they could 
not talk to friends outside the Soviet 
Union. 


"Although we are encouraged some- 


what by the modes increase in emigra- 
tion of Jews wishing to join their people 
in Israel," the congressmen said, "we 
view with alarm the situation of many 
individuals who remain." 


IN A PRESS statement, Mikva said he 


also was disturbed and troubled at re- 
ports of a new system of "exit fees" — 
up to $25,000 — which has been instituted 
in the Soviet Union to prevent educated 
Jews from leaving. There had been an 
old general fee of about $1,000, he said. 


"In the first six months of this year," 


Mikva said, "about 15,000 Jews have 
been able to leave the Soviet Union. 


"We are thankful for that, but per- 


secution and harassment still are facts of 
life for those who cannot leave, and the 
United States must use its influence to 
insure that does not continue," he said. 
Mikva said freedom of emigration is a 
fundamental human right. 


"As a country, as a people concerned 


with religious freedom," the Congress- 
man said, "we must do all we can to be 
sure that human right is not violated." 


Mikva said he was instrumental in this 


country's decision to open its doors to 
Soviet Jews, and has sponsored legisla- 
tion to insure that the Unted States 
maintains its commitment of aid for Is- 
rael.

Maine West High School senior, and his 
classmate Barbara Bridwell plays the 
girlfriend. There's been a total of 12 cast 


members. Greatest turnover is among 
the teen-agers who grow out of their 
parts. 


"The play has been an excellent ve- 


hicle for Lutheran General to help com- 
municate information about alcoholism," 
said James Mclnerney, alcoholism coun- 
selor at the Rehabilitation Center and 
liaison between the hospital and the play- 
ers.

treatment plant available in the North- 
west suburban area, Sosewitz said, and 
the Des Plaines site is needed for the 
plant. 


The MSD did consider other sites be- 


fore it acquired the lOS-acre site in Des 
Plaines. Sosewitz said. 


Des Plaines residents have pointed to a 


piece of property at O'Hare Airport as a 
possible site for the plant, but Sosewitz 
says that strong opposition from the City 
of Chicago and from the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration to a sewage treat- 
ment plant on airport land makes loca- 
tion of the plant there unfeasible. 


The district also considered a site in 


t h e 
unincorporated 
area 
diagonally 


across from the current site, Sosewitz 
said, but was unable to acquire the land. 
Now the district is still seeking that site 
for a retention basin for flood control. 


Sosewitz explained that 370 acres of 


flood control storage are needed in con- 
junction with the O'Hare plant to stop 
flooding from surface draininage and 
from combined' sanitary-storm sewers 
within the area which will be served by 
the O'Hare plant. 


THE DISTRICT OWNS 100 acres at 


O'Hare which it will use for some of that 
flood control, the City of Chicago owns 50 
acres at O'Hare which it is willing to 
make available, and the district is con- 
sidering purchasing two other sites in 
unincorporated areas — one of 135 acres 
and one of 85 acres — for additional 
stormwater storage. 


The overflow problems in the Higgins- 


Willow Creek and Weller Creek areas 
will be handled by that stormwater sys- 
tem, Sosewitz explained. 


Today the entire project has an esti- 


mated cost of $200 million, with $50 mil- 
lion earmarked for the sewage treatment 
plant alone, he said. 


But as far as the sanitary district is 


concerned the Des Plaines site will re- 
main the location for the sewage treat- 
ment plant "Wherever we go there is 
some opposition . . . nobody really 
wants us," Sosewitz said. 
/ 


SOSEWITZ SAID HE does not expect 


the newest Des Plaines suit to be a prob- 
lem. The new suit seeks to stop the dis- 
trict under home rule provisions of the 
new state constitution. 


The earlier court decision was that the 


City of Des Plaines had no zoning au- 
thority to stop the MSD plant. 


Because Sosewitz does not believe the 


new suit will be a problem, MSD engi- 
neers are proceeding with designs for the 
plant now. 


Sosewitz said if the district is not de- 


layed any further, the plant will be com- 
pleted within four years.

operation yet, and complaints from the

Heights have continued to come in this 
summer. 


Elk Grove Village Trustee George 


Spees said at times during the recent 
hot, humid weather, the emissions from 
the plants has made the air almost "un- 
breatheable." 


In April 1971 Elk Grove Village and 


Atty. Gen. William Scott's office filed a 
suit asking the courts to permanently en- 
join the company from polluting the air. 
The company later filed a countersuit 
asking for $2 million in damages and 
charging the Environmental Protection 
Act was unconstitutional.

2 Bankers Earn UW Awards 


Jack E Lavold and Wtnn C. Davidson, 


both vice presidents of the First National 
Bank of Des Plaines, were awarded cer- 
tificates at the Aug. 11 commencement 
exercises of the Graduate School of 
Banking at the University of Wisconsin.

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New Elementary District Head Welcomed 
'Taxes For Schools To Level Off: Gogo 


Schools cannot exfject the public to 


continue to provide more tax dollars for 
education, said George A. Gogo, new su- 
perintendent at East Maine Elementary 
School Dist. 63 in a welcoming address to 
teachers Friday. 


Gogo, former director of the University 


Laboratory Schools at Northern Illinois 
University, became 'superintendent of 
East Maine Schools July 1. fife replaces 
Supt. Frank A. Dagne, who left in Febru- 
ary. Donald Stetina, assistant superin- 
tendent for personnel, had been acting 
superintendent since Dagne's 
resigna- 


tion 


It must be "recognized that past public 


financial efforts are not going to be con-" 
tinued," he said "Expenditures per pu- 
pil during the past six years have risen 
70 per cent." 


According to Gogo, 89 per cent of all 


school referendas presented to the voters 
in 1960 were passed, but the figure 
dropped to 75 per cent in 1965 and 45 per 
cent in 1971. 


"SCHOOL COSTS are rising faster 


than income," said Gogo. As schools are 
forced to cut their budgets, classes in- 
crease in size and programs and services 
to students are reduced, he told the 
teachers 


At the same time the public is demand- 


ing "both improved and expanding 
educational opportunities for children," 
said Gogo Emphasis is placed on more 
costly individualized and personalized in- 
struction, he said 


There are "better ways" of coping 


wth school costs, said Gogo, and "we at 
East Maine have the resources to seek 
and find these better ways." 


Administators and teachers at East 


Maine schools must ask themselves ques- 
tions about education at Dist. 63, said 
Gogo. The answers should be made in 
"specific and definitive terms," he said. 


"What are the most productive and ef- 


fective roles of the teacher and the learn- 
er?" asked Gogo. "How should schools 
be organized? What do we believe about 
'children? What do we really want to ac- 
complish?' 


SCHOOLS "MUST set up criteria for 


measuring 
educational 
quality, said 


Gogo, who recently proposed such a 
strategy or model. 


Gogo's model consists of four steps. 


First, the school should explore its pur- 
pose and set up goals. Second, teachers 
should find a method of reaching those 
goals in the classroom. Third, there 
should be a method of evaluating the 
success of educational programs and fi- 
nally there should be a procedure for re- 
vising unworkable or outdated teaching 
methods and programs. 


Jf Dist. 63 is successful in completing 


all four steps, it will be able to respond 
to rising costs, said Gogo. 


In outlining some of the operational 


problems at Dist. 63, Gogo said there is a 
need for "much better communication." 
He said the "honest expression of profes- 
sional opinion" should be encouraged. He 
suggested 
the 
minutes 
of meetings 


among 
teachers 
and 
administrators 


should be recorded 
and distributed 


throughout the district. 


GOGO SAID he plans to establish a 


faculty advisory council as a sounding 
board between the teachers and the su- 
perintendent. He called for better under- 
standing of decision-making procedures 
in the district and free access by teach- 
ers of all pertinent information regarding 
policy decisions. 


Gogo announced that a district curricu- 


lum council has been established to pro- 
vide information on curriculum to all 
teachers in the district. He said all cur- 
riculum decisions will be made through 
the council. 


In concluding the address, Gogo shared 


some of his personal views about educa- 
tion with his audience and encouraged 
Dist. 63 teachers to express their own 
beliefs. 


The history of each child is unique, 


said Gogo, and he brings his own fears, 
prejudices and frustrations with him to 
school. Mass learning efforts are not go- 
ing to work, he said, "Children do learn 
in different ways " 


"Every child is important, valuable 


and worthwhile in terms of what he is," 
said Gogo. Schools should create an at- 
mosphere or climate so each child feels 
comfortable in the classroom. "Schools 
ought to be happy places," he said.

Dear Dorothy: Is there any way to re- 


move black stains on a hardwood floor 
caused by puppy urine? 


—Alice Langhorne 


Puppy urine isn't as strong as that de- 


posited by an adult dog, so maybe you 
won't have to go through the whole rou- 
tine. However, if you do, here it is: First 
try No. 1 steel wool and a good com- 
mercial floor cleaner, following the di- 
rections. If the dark spot remains, apply 
a hot oxalic-tartaric acid bleach solution 
(one tablespoonful of each in one cup 
boiling water). And use care — this is 
poison. Use a glass or enamel contain- 
er to heat or reheat solution (which has 
to be hot to be effective). Leave on for 30 
minutes to an hour; blot up. Rinse with a 
solution of two tablespoonsful baking 
soda to one quart warm water (which 
stops the action of the bleach). Blot up; 
rinse with clear water and clean cloth; 
then dry. Next day: Examine treated 
area. If some stain still remains, repeat 
the operation. If this doesn't work, area 
may have to be sanded or replaced. 


Dear Dorothy: I have an ironstone, 


plate that is cracked almost all the way 
across, though it is not yet broken. Is 
there any way this can be sealed?

Epoxy glue will do the job. Wipe off 


the excess immediately. You can hold 
the crack together while the glue sets 
with floral caulking or the soft window 
seal. After the glue has set, just peel off 


the caulking. 


Tip for new cooks: When you are hav- 


ing guests for dinner, warm the dinner 
plates if you are having hot food. Always 
put the soup dishes in 'the refrigerator if 
you are going to serve cold soup.

NEW YORK - (NEA) — When do har- 


ness drivers fix races? Not always in 
dark corners of stables, or in smoke- 
filled back rooms. Often races are fixed 
right out where thousands of people can 
see them. 


While waiting for a signal from a driv- 


er, I would sit up in the stands waiting 
for the deal to be arranged. Drivers 
would talk over a race on the track in 
the warm-up, driving side by side. The 
only people in the stands who could tell 
what was being said were lip-readers 
with high-powered binoculars and X-ray 
vision. Or the ones who got the signals. 


Two drivers might box out a favorite 


to let another guy win. Sometimes a 
driver would "pull" his horse — that is, 
not allow him to run his best Once, some 
dummy was winning the race and. sud- 
denly remembered near the finish line 
what he was doing. He palled the reins 
with his left hand while whipping with 
the right. He had lost his head. The horse 
jumped. After Sthe race the driver ex- 
plained that a rabbit had run in front of 
She horse. Rabbit's name must've been 
Harvey. 


Once, the horse I owned, High Step, 


thought he was a bird. At the time, he 
had a quarter-crack — a hoof infection. 
He could hardly walk, which wasn't un- 
usual for him, but now he walked with 
pain. That afternoon my driver-trainer, 
Steve Fillmore, told me to bet him big. 
"You got alligator shoes? Give them to 
the ticket seller, too," he told me. But he 
told me not to bet to win, but for place 


and show. Yes, sir! I bet big, something 
was up. 


The horse was running near last al- 


most the whole race. When the pack 
turned toward the stretch, High Step was 
still way back. I was about to panic. 
That's when High Step sprouted wings. 
He came hard on the outside and fin- 
ished second. After the race I went back- 
side (the stable area) to thank Fillmore 
for the tip. He told me he had drugged 
the horse. He said he could have won the 
race by five lengths but didn't want to 
finish first. Winners were given post-race 
saliva tests. 


Doping horses is not too common any 


more. Deals between drivers make it an 
unnecessary risk. Now, in Illinois and in 
several other states, the winner plus two 
or three others in every race are given 
post-race tests. Ohio and New York are 
now giving pre-race urinalysis to all 
horses. So why blow up a safe when you 
have the combination? 


AH you need is a couple of friendly 


drivers who owe you a favor, or who will 
expect a favor sometime. One hoof wash- 
es the other is the saying. 


In most races, only two or three horses 


are usually true contenders in a field of 
eight or nine. This is especially so in 
small-purse races, the ones from $1,500 


to about $4,000. Two or three other 
horses may not have reached their peak 
and are just out for the exercise. The 
rest are no-accounts and horses so lame 
they need to be pulled by a tow truck. 
I've seen horses come in 20 lengths be- 
hind the next-to-next-to-last horse. 


Drivers of second-rate horses often 


have as much to do with the winning of a 
harness race as the best horses. They 
.can go head-to-head early with the "un- 
friendly" contender in order to burn him 
out. A harness horse can only go full 
steam for about a quarter of the mile 
race. If that big quarter is at the start, 
then the horse falls to the back of the 
pack, leaving him with his tongue drag- 
ging. 


Another common trick is called "park- 


ing" a horse, forcing a horse to run on 
the outside, away from the rail. Some- 
times he has to run three wide. This 
makes a horse run maybe an extra 
quarter of a mile. If he can win then, 
then he's a Superhorse. Few are. 


I won thousands of dollars in the sis 


months I owned High Step, from betting 
on this inside information. You ask, why 
didn't I become a millionaire? Many rea- 
sons. 


No one has all the information. And 


there are so many uncontrollables. You.

can't control things like a horse tripping, 
a horse breaking gait, a wheel rolling off 
a sulky, a tipster underestimating a 
horse, or a dishonest driver lying to you. 
My driver once told me he had bought 
out a driver in a race, then my driver 
changed the plans at the last minute 
without telling me. There is not always 
honor among thieves. A million things 
can go wrong. 


In most cases, all a professional gam- 


bler can hope for at a harness track is 
simply more information than the aver- 
age bettor. The fans are betting the field, 
the insider is betting two or three horses. 
Sometimes one. The fans are bettingrom 
charts, the insider is betting from the 
horse's mouth. Sometimes the guy off the 
street wins despite himself. Sometimes 
the insiders lose. 


A gambler with a definite tip can't bet 


too much on one race. If he goes to a 
window with big dough he might single* 
handedly bring the price suspiciously 
down too far — at least it was that way 
when the handle for a race was $50,000 or 
less. It's getting harder to lay off big 
bets with track bookies because track of- 
ficials have been cleaning that up. 


And off-track bookies don't handle the 


trotters much. They don't trust '*~ 
Smart boys.
